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Family  tradition  Says  that  Scotland  was  the  early  home  of  the  Hornes;  that 
about  1555,  in  the  religious  persecutions  of  Mary  I,  John  Horn  fled  to  Holland;  later 
settled  ir.  Germany;  that  in  the  1750  's  one  of  his  descendants  emigrated  to  America. 

After  a  study  of  all  the  records  available,  I  am  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
this  immigrant  ancestor  was  John  Stephen  Horn,  Proof  has  not  been  established;  but 
I  am  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  he  and  his  wife,  Anna  Kunigunda  Horn,  v/ere  the 
parents  of  our  Frederick  Horn,  soldier  of  the  Revolution.  This  settler  evidently 
went  by  the  name  of  Stephen  Horn;  this  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  his  name-- 
Stephen  or  Stephanus  Horn-*»is  on  several  occasions  linked  with  that  of  his  wife, 
Kunigunda  or  Anna  Kunigunda  Horn.  In  the  cemetery  records  the  full  names  are  given: 
John  Steohen  Horn  and  Anna  Kunigunda  Horn,  which  offers  proof  that  he  was  one  and 
the  same  man. 

The  records  of  his  passage  and  naturalization  follow:

List  192  C  At  the  Court  House  at  Philadelphia,  Thursday,  the  Second  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1752,  Present:  Edward  Shippen  Esqr.  The  Foreigners  whose  names  are  underwritten, 
imported  in  the  Ship  called  the  Phoenix,  John  Spurrier,  Commander,  from  Rotterdam 
but  last  from  Portsmouth  in  England,  took  the  usual  Qualifications  to  the  Govern*” 
ment— Johann  stephanus  horn. 

This  record  also  appears  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Series  II,  Vol. XVII, 
p  372,  No  other  John  Stephen  Horn  is  listed  among  the  immigrants. 

He  5s  first  found  at  Easton,  Northampton  County,  Pennsylvania;  but  whether 
he  went  there  immediately  is  unknown.  What  is  now  "The  City  of  Easton"  was  origin¬ 
ally  known  as  "Thu  Forks  of  the  Delaware",  so  designated  by  the  Indians;  it  was  a 

favorite  gathei ing  place  for  the  making  of  treaties.  At  a  very  early  period  in  the 

history  of  the  settlement,  German  immigrants  bore  a  very  important  part.  The  first 
church  and  school-house  was  erected  in  Easton,  largely  by  the  agency  of  the  German 
settlers.  It  was  the  first  public  building  of  any  kind  in  Eastcn,  made  of  logs,  in 
1755.  Among  the  names  of  those  who  pledged  money,  work,  labor  and  service  "in  build¬ 
ing  and  erecting  a  school-house,  which  may  occasionally  be  made  use  of  as  a  Church 

for  any  Protestant  Minister",  is  that  of  Stephen  Horn,  1  week's  work.  (Forks  of  the 

Delaware— Eief f er,  p  7,) 

The  work  which  Stephen  Horn  contributed  to  this  first  public  building  was 
doubtless  that  of  his  trade — masonry. 

Dr.  Kieffer  states  (p  37)  that  in  1752  Eastcn  contained  eleven  families, 
about  40  men,  women  and  children.  In  1763  the  population  had  increased  to  250,  most 
of  whom  are  reported  to  have  been  Germans,  of  the  Reformed  or  Lutheran  confessions. 
These  Germans  were  immigrants  for  conscience's  sake.  They  fled  home  and  country  for 
the  sake  of  their  religion.  Many  of  them  are  said  to  have  been  "truly  pious,  and 
though  not  able  to  bring  their  ministers,  brought  with  them  their  catechisms,  hymn- 
books,  and  other  devotional  bocks,  and  in  some  cases,  also,  pious  schoolmasters." 

The  First  Reformed  Church  and  St.  John's  Lutheran  Congregation  met  in  various 


. 
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places  for  worship  until  about  1771,  when  both  felt  the  need  for  a  church  building, 
which  was  erected  and  was  used  by  both  congregations  for  many  years.  The  Ministers 
of  tho  Reformed  Church  made  remarkably  full  records--for  that  early  period,  beginning 
with  1766.  But  at  frequent  intervals,  all  pioneer  congregations  were  pastorless,  a 
school  teacher  or  layman  filling  the  pulpit.  No  birth,  marriage  or  death  appears 
for  the  Horn  family  in  the  First  Reformed  records;  but  on  January  2,  1767,  Stephan us 
Horn  and  his  wife  Lunigunda  stood  Sponsors  for  John  Gottfried  Miller.  The  L  should 
undoubtedly  be  K,  as  is  found  in  other  places.  In  these  faded  records  'written  in 
German,  one  letter  might  easily  be  mistaken  for  another,  in  the  translations. 


A  History  of  St.  John's  Evangelical  Lutheran  Congregation  (Barbara  Frets 
Kenpton)  covers  the  history  of  this  church,  but  dbes  not  reproduce  the  vital  records, 
as  was  done  for  the  Reformed  Church  by  Dr,  Kieffer.  However,  Dr.  Kempton  gives  a 
list  of  baptisms  taken  from  the  Diary  of  Daniel  Schumacher  (minister)  which  sho  found 
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which  are  not  among  the  re¬ 


cords  at  St.  John's  Church.  In  this  list  is  this  entry:  17  of  September,  1758- 
Anna  Catharina  in  Easton,  3  weeks  old.  Parents  Stephen  Horn  and  Anna  Kunigunda, 
Sponsors  Fredirich  Kuhn  and  Anna.  These  are  the  very  oldest  records  found  for  Easton. 
If  they  reached  back  over  1756,  I  feel  sure  they  would  record  the  birth  of  Frederick 
as  a  son  of  this  couple. 


The  baptism  just  quoted  suggests  the  thought  that  possibly  Frederick  and  Anna 
Kuhn  were  the  parents  of  Anna  Kunigunda.  Both  Rupp  and  Strassburger  record  the  pass¬ 
age  of  the  Kuhn  family,  on  the  ship  Samuel,  August  17,  1733;  in  this  instance,  women 
and  children  are  also  named.  There  were  Abraham  Kuhn,  aged  50;  Eve  Kuhn,  aged  59; 
Catharine  Kuhn,  aged  24;  Frederick  Kuhn,  aged  22;  Hans  Jerick  Kuhn,  aged  15,  Anna 
Crete  Kuhn,  aged  11.

1.:  assumption  is  correct,  then 
Frederick  Horn  was  evidently  named  for  his  maternal  grandfather,  and  the  child  Anna, 
whose  birth  is  here  recorded,  for  her  maternal  grandmother.  In  some  records  the 
name  of  the  Kuhn  family  is  spelled  Koon;  in  others--Koen. 


On  March  26,  1780,  Fridrich  Kuhn  et  Anna,  uxor  ejus,  the  grand  parents,-  stood 
Sponsors  for  Elizabeths,  born  Jan.  4,  1780;  Parents  Frikrich  Wagner  et  Catherine, 
uxor  ejus.  (First  Reformed  Church,  p  108.) 

These  data  on  the  Kuhn  family  are  given  for  the  purpose  of  further  research. 


These  items  appear  in  tho  records  cf  St.  John’s  Church: 

The  I  irst  Vestry,  A.D.  1770:  Elders:  Melchior  Stecher,  Frederick  Kuha.  Those  who 
communed:  Frederick  and  Anna  Kuhn  and  children,  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Catharine, 
Nicholas  Horn,  Junigunda  Horn.  In  1772:  Kunigunda  Horn,  Nicholas  Hern,  John  Korn, 
Abraham  Horn,  Frederich  Horn,  (pp  22,231,233.)  It  may  be  that  these  four  were  all 
sons  of  Anna  Kunigunda. 

To  my  surprise  the  name  of  John  Stephen  Horn,  or  Stephen  Horn,  as  he  was 
known,  does  not  appear  in  the  St.  John's  records,  which  suggests  the  thought  that 
possibly  the  Lutheran  connection  comes  through  the  wife's  family.  Tradition  says 
that  the  Horns  thought  it  unseemly  to  take  pride  in  or  talk  about  family,  dress  or 
accomplishments,  indicating  that  this  ancestor  may  originally  have  been  a  Moravian 
or  of  some  kindred  faith. 


These  mentions  of  the  early  life  of  Stephen  Horn  arc  noted: 

The  will  of  Valentine  Huth  was  inventoried  in  Northampton  County  on  March  5, 
1757.  Stephen  Horn,  mason,  was  named  as  an  administrator,  along  with  Nicholas  Gower. 
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A  Frontier  Village  (A.  D.  Chidsey,  Jr.)  p  236:  among  the  "Names  and  Occupa¬ 
tions  taken  from  the  Assessment  of  Jan.  2,  1776,  for  Easton  "-“Stephen  Horn,  {Jason. 

In  William  J.  Heller's  History  of  Northampton  County,  Vol.  I,  p  140,  is  this 
statement;  Stephen  Horn  was  engaged  for  several  years  at  gun  work  and  then  took  up 
powder  making.  (This  refers  to  the  years  of  the  Revolutionary  7»:ar, ) 

Nothing  is  found  which  suggests  what  year  John  Stephen  Horn,  his  wife  and 
son(?)  Frederick  removed  to  York.  But  it  was  evidently  after  Frederick's  period  of 
service  in  the  Revolution,  since  he  enlisted  at  Easton,  In  1730  Frederick  and  his 
wife  were  property  owners  at  York  and  their  first  child,  John  Stephen  Horn,  was  born 
there  tho  same. year.  This  town,  sometimes  called  Little  York  in  the  early  days, 
figured  prominently  during  the  Revolutionary  period.  It  was  the  seat  of  the  Continen 
tal  Congress  for  nine  rT'^*'+V'r  mMU  +v,n  uv.i  +  n-v.  Philadelphia. 

These  entries  are  found  in  the  office  of  tho  Clerk  of  Courts,  Court  House, 
York,  Pennsylvania.

Frederick  Horn  of  York,  yeoman  and  wife  Catherine:  to 
Tobias  Fahs :  for  L660:  western  part  of  lot  no.  106. 

"P,  96,  N  11,  1800,  Frederick  and  Catherine  Horn  give  a  release  for  a  legacy 
due  her  from  the  estate  of  her  father  George  Christian  Sinn. 

It  5-S  to  be  noted  that  2H  and  2S  refer  to  the  same  piece  of  property,  indica¬ 
ting  that  wife  Susanna  had  died  and  that  Frederick  had  married  Catherine  Sinn,  He 
names  wife  Catharine  in  his  will.  The  death  of  Susanna  must  have  taken  place  between 
October  8,  1793  (see  birth  of  children,  below)  and  November  11,  1800  (item  above.) 

There  are  other  references  to  Frederick  Korn  in  the  York  records;  I  am  not 
sure  whether  any  of  them  refers  to  ours.  I  quote  only  those  of  which  I  am  certain. 
Several  involve  Frederick  Horn,  baker;  once  he  is  named  as  a  store-keeper.  There  de¬ 
finitely  was  another  Frederick  Horn  living  in  York  at  an  earlier  period  as  the  birth 
of  a  child  is  recorded-J  e  29,  1761.  Also--a  Frederick  Horn  served  in  the  York 
County  Militia  according  to  a  return  for  the  year  1780.  He  also  was  of  Manchester 
Township.  James  Henry  Young,  Director  of  the  Historical  Society  of  York  County,  who 
searched  the  York  County  records  for  me,  was  unable  to  determine  whether  this  parti¬ 
cular  military  service  was  performed  by  our  Frederick  or  some  other.

Horn  and  wife,  Anna  Kunigunda  Horn,  who  lived  at  Easton,  and  were  buried  at  York.

Daniel,  named  by  Frederick  as  executor  of  his  will.  The  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  files 
give  the  birth  of  Daniel  as  of  November  26,  1788.  So  ho  doubtless  was  born  at  York. 
Nor  does  the  name  of  son  Jacob,  mentioned  in  the  will,  appear.  There  is  room  for 
his  birth  between  that  of  Maria  Catherine  and  Daniel.  Only  one  Elizabeth  is  named 
in  the  will;  it  seems  likely  that  Mary  Elizabeth  had  died  before  the  birth  of  Maria 
Elizabeth* 

John  Stephen  Horn  and  his  wife  Anna  Kunigunda  v/ero  buried  in  Zion  Lutheran 
Cemetery,  alongside  the  present  church  building,  Zion  Lutheran  Church  being  the  Eng¬ 
lish  branch  of  Christ  Lutheran.  Stones  marking  their  graves  are  still  standing; 
the  inscriptions  are  in  German.

These  grave  stone  records  close  the  data  on  John  Stephen  Horn  and  his  wife 
Anna  Kunigunda.  (Soe  Album) 

Before  continuing  the  pursuit  of  Frederick  Horn,  I  wish  to  digross  a  moment. 

In  August,  1895,  my  sister  Eva  and  I  called  to  see  our  great-uncle,  Daniel 
H.  Horne,  Jr.,  son  of  John  3.  Horne.  He  was  retired  at  that  time  and  v/as  living  at  | 


.  u 
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his  old  hone,  5216  Madison  Avenue,  Hyde  Park,  Chicago.  This  street  v/as  later  re¬ 
named  and  for  many  years  has  been  known  as  Dorchester  Avenue.  Uncle  Daniel  was  gath¬ 
ering  data  for  a  family  recorl,  and  asked  us  about  our  mother's  family,  jotting  down 
notes  in  a  book  upon  his  knee.  Our  brother  Charles  was  interested  in  our  family 
background  and  some  time  later  he  v/rote  uncle  Daniel  for  information  on  the  Horne 
family.  The  letters  which  follow  came  in  response.  I  wish  tc  produce  his  records 
just  as  he  gives  them,  and  such  additional  data  as  have  recently  been  provided  by 
his  daughter,  Mrs,  Hatch,  and  his  granddaughter,  Miss  Anna  Lodge,  will  appear  as  the 
record  progresses. 

It  seems  strange  and  unfortunate  that  uncle  Daniol  did  not  know  the  name  of 
his  father’s  first  wife;  it  was  no  doubt  an  over-sight  that  he  did  not  give  the  mar¬ 
riages  of  the  children  of  his  father's  second  family,  except  his  own,  I  havo  gath¬ 
ered  most  of  these  marriages  from  vital  records.

Yours  of  11th  inst  reed.  At  the  time  your  sister  mentions  I  was  preparing  a  manu¬ 
script  history  of  the  Horne  family;  Not  however  with  the  remotest  idea  of  its  pub¬ 
lication,  but  merely  for  family  use--  We  have  made  two  removals  since  that  time, 
one  into  a  flat  for  the  last  winter  a  year  ago,  and  one  in  returning  to  the  old 
homestead  May  1,  1896,  During  the  confusion  of  the  return  moving,  the  large  black 
book  which  I  was  using  for  the  purpose  was  lost  or  mislaid;  and  has  not  been  visi¬ 
ble  since--and  xnereiore  xne  msxory  v/as  never  linisheu— In  fact,  it  was  only  begun— 
But  enough  vas  told  to  make  me  the  descendant  of  three  revolutions--My  grandfather 
Frederick  Horne  fought  in  the  Revolution  of  1775-81  under  Mad  Anthony  Wayne— My 
father  John  S.  Horne  was  one  of  the  defenders  of  Baltimore  in  the  war  of  1812-15  and 
I  was  attached  to  the  gunboat  service  on  the  Ohio  River  and  with  the  S.  B.  Moderator 
drove  the  rebels  out  of  Vanceburgh  Ky--in  the  war  of  1860-65. 

But  the  history  began  in  1455 (should  be  1555),  when  John  Horne  was  driven  out 
of  England  under  the  persecution  of  bloody  Mary  first  to  Holland,  then  to  Germany 
where  they  remained  until  Frederick  Horne  returned  to  America  somewhere  in  1756  and 
settled  at  Little  York  Penn,  where  my  father  John  S„  Horne  was  born  in  1780.  He  re¬ 
moved  to  Venango  Co  Penn  after  the  war  and  lived  on  a  farm  near  Oil  Creek,  given  him 
for  services  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution. 

From  the  farm  my  father  returned  to  Little  York,  from  whence  he  used  frequent¬ 
ly  to  walk  60  m  to  Baltimore  in  one  day  and  when  his  business  was  finished  there, 
would  return  in  the  same  manner--He  was  living  in  Baltimore  when  the  British  General 
Ross  attempted  to  capture  it — and  volunteered  for  its  defence-- 

He  afterwards  removed  to  Pittsburgh  and  was  living  there  when  I  was  born  in 
1817-  He  removed  to  Cincinnati  in  1818  coming  down  the  Ohio  in  a  flat  boat  with 
three  other  families  as  was  the  fashionable  mode  of  emigration  in  those  days. 

We  removed  to  Xenia  Ohio  in  1827  and  he  lived  there  until  his  death  July  24 
1841.  He  had  sixteen  children  cf  two  mothers — You  belong  to  the  first  mother  who 
had  six  children

Returning  now  to  Frederick  Korn: 

His  places  of  residence  for  the  remainder  of  his  life  are  pretty  well  deter¬ 
mined  by  court  entries,  city  directories,  tax  lists  and  pension  records. 

The  statement  is  made  by  great-uncle  Daniel  Horne  that  his  grandfather  Fred¬ 
erick  lived  on  land  in  Venango  County,  granted  him  for  his  services  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tion.  Neither  the  Washington  records  nor  those  of  the  State  cf  Pennsylvania  show 
such  a  grant  to  him.  Nor  do  the  files  of  Venango  County  indicate  that  he  owned  land 
there  of  any  kind.  I  had  Mrs.  Marcellin  C.  Adams  make  a  search  for  him  and  she  lo¬ 
cated  him  in  Mercer  County.  Here  he  bought  the  title  to  land  which  had  been  granted 
to  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  but  it  wa3  not  given  to  Frederick  for  hi3  own  services. 
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l?rs.  Adaras '  history  cf  Donation  and  Depreciation  Lands  of  Pennsylvania  pro¬ 
vides  an  understanding  of  how  they  were  handled*  I  quote  from  it  briefly. 

The  terms  "Donation  Lands"  and  "Depreciation  lands"  originated  during  the 
Revolutionary  war,  when  the  soldiers  v/ere  paid  in  scrip  called  "Continental  Money," 
As  the  war  progressed  this  continental  money  depreciated  as  the  credit  of  the  colo¬ 
nies  became  lower  and  lower  until  it  became  practically  worthless.  Tho  phrase  still 
used  today  "not  worth  a  Continental"  expresses  its  utter  lack  of  value. 

After  independence  was  established  the  several  states  made  plans  to  compen¬ 
sate  in  some  degree  the  soldiers  who  had  made  the  victory  possible,  Pennsylvania 
passed  two  measures  to  this  end,  one  of  which  set  aside  a  portion  of  the  public 
lands  as  a  donation  to  encourage  the  soldiers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Line  to  remain  in

The  other  measure  gave  warrants  for  public  lands  to  soldiers  who  had  suffered 
losses  by  the  depreciation  of  their  pay  in  continental  currency.  These  certificates 
or  warrants  enabled  them  to  purchase  lands  at  the  face  value  of  their  scrip.  The 
areas  set  apart  for  this  purpose  were  designated  "Depreciation  Lands." 

Mercer  County,  with  which  this  report  is  concerned,  is  in  the  section  where 
tho  Donation  and  Depreciation  Lands  were  mapped  out,  and  from  1788  to  1800  was  inclu* 
ded  in  Allegheny  County,  There  were  no  permanent  settlements  made  within  its  bounds 
until  after  Wayne's  victory  over  the  Indians  in  1795  brought  an  assurance  of  peace. 
Surveyors  arrived  in  this  year  and  were  shortly  followed  by  settlers. 

It  is  interest: ng  to  not''  tho  response  of  +he  Pennsylvania  survivors  of  the 
Revolution  to  these  efforts  to  care  for  their  needs.  Many  of  these  veterans  were 
in  no  mood  to  so  soon  again  undergo  hardships  and  dangers.  Many  were  too  old  or  too 
broken  in  health  to  undertake  a  new  way  of  life.  Others  were  city  born  and  bred, 
with  trades  and  businesses.  There  were  also  families  to  be  considered.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  make  a  living  cut  of  this  wild  land  located  in  a  new  region.  As  a  con¬ 
sequence,  many  warrantees  merely  retained  the  ownership  of  their  Donations,  making 
no  effort  to  realize  any  benefit  from  them.  Others  disposed  of  their  warrants. 

There  were  many  others,  however,  who  settled  on  their  claims  and  developed  excellent 
farms. 


It  should  be  noted  that  Donation  Lands  were  designed  for  soldiers  belonging 
to  the  several  regiments  of  the  Pennsylvania  Line,  designated  First  Pennsylvania 
Regiment,  Second  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  etc.,  and  not  for  the  militia.

It  is  among  the  possibilities  that  Frederick  Horn  lived  for  a  short  time  in 
Venango  County  immediately  after  leaving  York,  but  no  record  of  him  there  has  been 
found.  These  two  quotations  from  Mercer  County  histories  deal  directly  with  him, 
and  tell  in  detail  how  he  acquired  the  land.  They  establish  the  date  of  his  settle¬ 
ment  there  by  1801;  and  a  record  from  the  office  of  the  Frothonatary  of  Mercer  coun¬ 
ty,  shows  a  continuous  residence  there  until  at  least  1809. 

History  of  Mercer  County,  Pen n.  Pub.  Brown  Runk  &  Co.  1888.  p  568. 

Otter  Creek  Township  was  cut  off  from  Salem  Nov.  6,  1857-8  and  included  the 
part  south  of  the  Little  Shenango  which  was  fixed  as  tho  line  of  separation.  (Mrs. 
Adams  adds  that  Otter  Creek  heads  in  a  southerly  direction  and  a  small  branch  of  it 
leads  into  the  Little  Shenango  at  the  mouth.  She  thinks  Otter  Creek  may  have  been 
meant  by  uncle  Daniel  instead  of  Oil  Creek,  which  is  in  Venango  County,  although 
the  name  Oil  Creek  did  not  come  into  use  until  years  later.  M.W.J,) 
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The  tract  afterward  owned  by  David  Trine  was  granted  by  the  commonwealth  to 
one  George  Henry,  a' private  in  the  Revolutionary  army,  boing  designated  a  "donation." 
Henry  never  settled,  but  threw  his  title  away  and  f or  a  number  of  years  no  cn6  knew 
who  the  owner  was. 

In  1801,  Frederick  Horn  determined  to  secure  the  land.  After  a  long  search 
he  discovered  the  legal  owner  and  made  a  purchase  of  his  claim#  On  the  24th  of  De¬ 
cember,  Horne  sottled  and  erected  a  cabin.  He  at  once  sot  about  clearing  off  the 
timber  and  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  he  found  himself  in  possession  of  a  valuable 
piece  of  property.

*****  Much  of  the  land  in  this  township  was  part  of  what  was  called  Donation  Lands. 
These  were  tracts  of  from  200  acres  up  that  had  been  donated  to  Revolutionary  sol¬ 
diers  in  lieu  of  pay.  They  were  often  spoken  of  as  Wild  Land. 

The  tract  owned  by  David  and  Peter  Trine 'was  donated  to  George  Henry  private 
**«*  and  the  title  dated  back  to  August  4,  1787,  but  there  was  no  settlement  on  it 
for  years  afterwards.  It  passed  through  various  hands  until  December  24,  1801,  when 
it  was  bought  by  Frederick  Horn  the  first  settler  to  improve  it. 

Aside  from  Williamson  and  one  or  two  others  there  were  no  settlers  in  Otter 
Creek  for  many  years.  Pittsburgh  was  known  as  "The  Settlement."

This  tract  which  was  warranted  to  George  Henry,  was  located  in  District  Five, 
originally  in  Salem  township  but  later  in  present  Otter  Creek  township,  and  amounted 
w  o  200  i-* ± 

While  the  name  of  John  Horn  appears  in  the  census  of  Allegheny  County  for 
1810,  that  of  his  father  is  not  given;  so  it  is  evident  that  he  did  not  leave  Mercer 
County  until  late  in  that  year  or  e&rly  in  the  year  following.  The  Allegheny  County 
records  show  that  in  February,  1811,  the  sale  of  a  piece  of  property  was  made  to 
Frederick  Horn  of  the  Borough  of  Pittsburgh.  This  transaction  carried  reservations 
and  was  the  same  as  a  perpetual  lease.  A  second  indenture  records  that  on  the  30th 
day  of  January,  1826,  he  acquired  full  title  to  this  property  at  Sheriff's  Sale,  for 
the-  sum  of  sir  hundred  dollars.  It  is  thus  described:  the  following  part  of  lot' 

No  6  so  marked  in  James  Horner's  plan  Of  lots,  situated  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh, 
bounded  by  Liberty  Street,  by  Lot  No  7,  by  Church  Alley  and  part  of  same  lot  convey¬ 
ed  by  the  said  George  Sutton  to  Thomas  Whitesides-  Containing  in  Front  of  Liberty 
Street,  twenty  nine  and  one  half  feet  and  extending  back  to  the  same  breadth  to 
Church  Alloy;  together  with  the  annual  ground  rent  arising  therefrom,  amounting  to 
fourty  four  dollars  and  twenty  five  cents.  Together  with  all  and  singular  the  build¬ 
ings  barns,  stables,  orchards,  improvements,  rights,  privileges,  hereditaments  and 
appurtenances  whatsoever— etc. 

The  third  indenture  was  made  by  Frederick  Horn  of  the  City  of  Cincinnati, 

Ohio,  and  Catherine  his  wife,  dated  27  June,  1832,  to  Samuel  Frew  of  the  City  of 
Pittsburgh--f or  $3,575.  These  three  indentures  all  refer  to  the  same  piece  of  pro¬ 
perty  and  there  is  no  record  of  his  having  owned  any  other  real  estate,  in  Pittsburgh 

The  City  Directory  of  Pittsburgh  for  1815  gives:  Frederick  Hern,  bricklayer. 
He  and  his  son  John  are  the  only  men  named  Horn  so  listed. 

The  tax  books  for  Allegheny  County  were  burned  in  the  fire  which  consumed 
the  Court  house  at  Pittsburgh  in  1882.  Only  throe  or  four  for  the  early  years  were 
saved.  One  of  the  very  few  now  available  is  the  Borough  of  Pittsburgh  for  the  year 
1818#  This  lists  the  names  of  the  taxpayers,  and  gives  thoir  trades  or  professior.3 
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with  the  amount  of  tax.  In  some  cases  additional  notations  or  comments  are  written 
in.  In  this  list  for  1818,  Frederick  Horn  is  named  as  a  "mason,'  and  is  taxed  the 
sum  of  $2,00.  This  amount  would  indicate  that  he  had  some  taxable  property,  such 
as  real  estate,  which  he  i3  known  to  have  owned,  in  addition  to  the  small  sum  paid 
by  r  man  who  had  a  trade.  No  other  Horns  but  Frederick  and  John-wore  taxed. 

He  probably  moved  to  Cincinnati,  where  his  so-ns,  John  and  Daniel  were  already 
living,  about  1628,  as  he  certified  in  1838  that  he  had  been  living  in  Cincinnati 
for  ten  years.  The  deed  conveying  his  Pittsburgh  property  was  signed  in  Cincinnati 

in  1832.

Referring  again  to  family  traditions  concerning  Frederick  Horn: 

Charles  Wesley  Day  told  his  children  that  when  he  was  a  little  boy  in  Cin- 

hlw  ather,  Frederick  Horn,  and 
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listen  to  his  stories  of  the  Revolution;  that  grandfather  Horn  spoke  in  English  so 
broken-"he  had  to  ask  his  mother  what  grandfather  was  saying.  So  far  as  is  known, 
Frederick  lived  throughout  his  life  in  German  communities,  where  probably  the  German 
language  was  generally  spoken,  Charles  Day  remembered  his  grandfather  Horn  as  a 
very  kindly  man. 


Mrs ,  Hatch  and  her  niece  Miss  Anna  Lodge  say  they  had  heard  it  said  that 
Frederick  Horn  had  a  barrelful  of  Continental  money  given  him  for  his  war  services 
and  that  he  destroyed  it,  never  collecting  a  cent.  He  probably  did  this  at  a  time 
when  it  was  worthless  and  he  thought  it  would  never  be  of  any  value. 


Both  recall  the  musical  score  which  was  in  the  family  for  many  years.  I  have

musical  score  which  I  remember  was  that  of  Haynfs  Oratorio*  "The  Messiah,"  notes 
written  on  the  old-time  so-called  grand  scale,  ten  Lines  and  nine  spaces,  no  break 
between  treble  and  b&ss--and  all  the  words  in  German-or  perhaps  it  was  Dutch,  (I 
think  most  likely  it  was  German,  M.W, J.)  It  was  a  manuscript  written  by  one  of  the 
Horno  ancestors.  I  think  it  was  Frederick  but  can't  be  sure,  A  copy  from  a  printed 
score,  in  the  days  ’when  those  things  were  very  expensive*  was  hand-bound  in  heavy 
dark  green  paper  or  card-board.  Title,  written  on  cover.  It  is  said  that  the  maker 
was  a  groat  music  lover  and  had  a  fine  bass  voic.e-~in  fact  we  Hornes  are  all  music 
lovers,  as  no  doubt  you  are  yourself.  My  grandfather,  Daniel,  had  the  family  voice 
while  my  mother  and  Aunt  Nettie  had  good  contraltos.  One  time  when  house  cleaning 
was  in  progress,  some  careless  person  who  had  no  idea  of  its  value,  destroyed  the 
old  manuscript-  Such  a  shame!  It  would  be  a  museum  piece  now,  wouldn't  it?  I  re¬ 
collect  that  the  authoi*  did  not  use  the  e  in  signing  his  name-wrote  it  Horn,  (Both 
Frederick  and  his  father  wrote  their  name  Horn,  Frederick's  sons  adding  the  e.  I 
fancy  that  was  the  original  spelling  in  Scotland.  M.W.J,) 


Miss  Lodge  well  remembers  Frederick's  Revolutionary  coat$  blue,  with  white 
facing,  buff  tails  and  brass  buttons,  in  which  her  little  brothor  7/illie  used  to 
parade  up  and  down,  tails  dragging  on  the  floor. 

The  War  Record  of  Frederick  Hern:  The  following  account  of  his  service  is 

pieced  together  from  information  furnished  by  the  Adjutant  General's  Office,  The 
General  Accounting  Office,  The  Veterans  Administration,  all  of  Washington,  D,C,,  and 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Second  Series,  Vol,  10,  p  83;  Third  Series,  Vol.  23, 
p  587;  Fifth  Series,  Vol,  2,  p  95;  Report  from  the  Secretary  of  War  in  Relation  to 
the  Pension  Establishment  of  the  United  Stat es--1835. 


While  still  under  twenty  years  of  age  Frederick  Horn  enlisted  as  a  private 
on  January  8,  1776,  at  Easton,  Pennsylvania,  in  Captain  Thomas  Craig's  Company,  in 
Colonel  Arthur  St,  Clair's  Pennsylvania  regiment,  and  served  fourteen  months.  Ho 
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was  in  the  Expedition  to  Quebec,  which  history  records  &3  a  harrowing  experience. 

In  one  record  his  regiment  is  called  the  2nd  Pennsylvania  Batallion,  The  statement 
of  his  grandson- that  Frederick  fought  under  Anthony  Wayne,  is  not  in  conflict  with 
this  record,  since  history  reveals  that  Col.  Arthur  St.  Clair  and  Col,  Anthony  Wayne 
jointly  led  the  Expedition  to  Quebec.  Another  record  gives  his  name  in  Captain 
Thomas  Craig’s  Company,  3rd  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  also  designated  Captain  Bunncr’s 
Company,  same  regiment.  His  name  is  borne  on  the  company  pay  roll  of  August,  1776, 
which  shows  "Amount  L  2-10",  and  last,  for  November,  1776,  which  shows  "Honey  duo 
L  1-5  half  pay." 

He  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed  November  13,  1832,  in 
Hamilton  County,  Ohio,  at  which  time  he  was  seventy-six  years  of  age.  He  was  living 
in  Cincinnati  in  1833,  The  last  payment  of  pension  was  made  to  him  March  6,  1838, 
Certificate  No.  13005,  Chin  Agencv.  covering  thp  neriod  from  September  4,  1837  to 
March  4,  1838,  On  March  6,  1838,  the  pensioner  certified  that  he  then  resided  in 
the  City  of  Cincinnati,  Stcte  of  Ohio,  and  had  resided,  therein  for  the  space  of  ten 
years,  and  that  previous  thereto,  he  iiad  resided  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  State 
of  Pennsylvania.  His  pension  claim  was  S,  2321.  His  papers  contain  no  data  rela¬ 
tive  to  his  family.  He  did  not  state  whether  he  was  ever  married,  nor  did  his  widcw 
receive  a  pension  after  his  death,'  His  rate  of  pay  was  $40  per  annum;  it  commenced 
March  4,  1831,  Under  Act  of  June  7,  1832. 

'The  name  of  Frederick  Horn  appears  in  Revolutionary  Soldiers  Buried  in  Ohio 
Vol,  I,  published  by  the  D.A.R,  And  the  Adjutant  General's  Department,  Division  of 
Soldiers  Claims  &  Records,  Columbus,  Ohio,  names  him  in  their  list  of  war  veterans 
buried  in  Ohio,  thus:  Frederick  Horn,  born  in  Pennsylvania  March  26th,  1756,  Died 
at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  March  25th,  1838,  and  buried  in  Spring  Grove  Cemetery, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio, 

Abstract  of  the  will  of  Frederick  Korn:  I  Frederick  Horn  of  the  City  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati  County  of  Hamilton  &  State  of  Ohio,  being  of  Good  old  age  infirm  in  body  but 

of  sound  Mind  and  Memory - etc--- 

First--all  my  Lawfull  debts  and  funeral  expenses-- 

Secondly--I  give  unto  my  wife  Catharine  all  Rents,  profitts  and  issues  arising  from 
my  House  and  Lot  on  Broadway  at  the  Corner  of  New  Street---to  be  by  her  possessed 
and  enjoyed  during  her  natural  life,  and  likewise  all  my  household  furniture  beds  & 
bedding  and  all  other  articles  now  used  in  my  house  to  have  &  hold  the  same  for  her 
comfort  &  use  during  her  natural  life  but  none  of  said  furniture  &  beds  &  bedding 
---•are  to  be  sold  or  otherwise  put  away  for  her  benefit  but  she  is  to  have  the  free 
use  of  the  same  as  long  as  she  lives.  Should  my  wife  Catharine  have  no  use  for  said

S.  Horne,  Jacob  W,  Horne,  Daniel  H.  Horne,  Maria  Catharine  Hinnean,  Elizabeth 

Patrige  &  Susanna  Horne  to  be  equally  divided  among  them.  - -He  again  mentions 

house  and  lot,  located  on  the  east  side  of  Broadway  at  the  Corner  of  Now  Street. 

None  of  the  money  given  to  son  Jacob  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  debts  owing 
by  him.  The  property  bequeathed  to  his  three  daughters  shall  be  paid  to  them  or 

their  heirs  and  in  no  case  shall  their  Husbands  exercise - any  contract  over  the 

same,----  And  lastly  I  make  Constitute  and  appoint  my  son  Daniel  H.  Horne  my  sole 
Executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament .---the  Thirteenth  day  of  September  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  Hundred  and  Thirty-seven.

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This  will  was  admitted  to  probate  and  record  on  April  5th,  1838,  at  Cincinnati. 

It  rill  be  noted  that  Frederick  Horn  signed  his  name  thus,  but  added  the  e 
in  the  names  of  his  children.  Also — that  he  uses  a  middle  initial  in  his  signature. 

| 

Frederick  Horn  gives  the  name  Patrige  to  his  daughter  Elisabeth.  She  possi¬ 
bly  had  had  a  previous  marriage.  In  the' Allegheny  County  records,  1822,  appears  the 
merriage  of  Elizabeth  Horn  to  Isaac  Gill,  whose  name  occurs  in  connection  with  the 
property  bought  by  Frederick  Horn.  The  officiating  minister  was  the  Rev,  John  Taylor, 
who  spent  his  summers  for  many  years  in  Mercer  County,  where  he  was  much  beloved. 

The  lot  which  Frederick  Hern  owned  is  now  part  of  a  business  district;  New 
Street  is  really  an  alley,  twelve  feet  wide;  which  of  tho  two  corners  "on  the  east 
side  of  Broadway  at  the  corner  of  New  Street"  was  the  one  named  as  owned  by  him  is 
not  known,  lne  to  t  ixorou  ox  n  cvj  ooi  cc  xt>  non  oy  a  i*xro  Station;  the  one 

south  is  the  site  of  the  Building-Industries  Building,  where  representatives  of  firms 
selling  building  products  have  their  offices.  Berry  Day's  combined  home  and  black¬ 
smith  shop  was  just  around  the  corner  on  Sixth  Street. 


In  Clara  Longworth  de  Chamb run's  "Cincinnati"  appear  several  pictures  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  the  originals  being  owned  by  the  Historical  and  Philosophical  Society  of 
Ohio.  One  showing  Broadway  ir.  1841  (at  4th  Street  and  below)  depicted  it  as  it  must 
have  looked  to  Frederick  Horn  in  his  last  years,  when  he  was  living  at  the  corner  of 
New  Street,  which  comes  between  Sixth  and  Seventh.  The  street  is  lined  with  three 
and  four  story  nouses,  built  right  on  the  side  walk  or  directly  on  the  street.  Some 
windov/s  have  shutters.  There  is  quite  a  display  of  iron  grill  work.  Trees  are  grow¬ 
ing  close  to  the  houses.  Tho  street  has  numerous  horse-drawn  vehicles  of  various 
kinds,  i.;xd  man  l.c.scbac!:r  All  the  men  wear  high  hats;  the  women,  shawls  and 
bonnets . 


Miss  Eleanor  S.  Vvilby,  Librarian  of  the  Historical  Society,  has  been  most 
generous  in  providing  additional  information  in  regard  to  the  pictures  and  data  on 
the  Horne  and  allied  families. 

At  this  point  I  introduce  the  records  of  Spring  Grove  Cemetery.  Charles 
Cist,  in  his  account  of  Cincinnati  in  1851,  describes  this  park-like  burial  ground. 
It  was  laid  out  1844-45  and  is  located  about  four  miles  north  of  Cincinnati  in  the 
beautiful  valley  of  Mill  Creek.  In  the  list  of  officers  for  1851  is  found:  Treas¬ 
urer,  D,  H,  Horne;  he  is  also  named  as  a  Director.

DANIEL  H.  HORNE  (son  of  Frederick) 

The  diagram  indicates  rather  a  large  plot  of  ground.  In  the  center  stands 
a  large  monument.  Evidently  this  is  a  hillside  lot,  as  there  is  a  vault  under  the 
stone,  with  space  for  twelve  persons.  According  to  the  records,  only  five  of  these 
catacombs  are  occupied,  two  children  being  placed  in  one.  Daniel  H.  Horne  and  his 
family  are  in  the  vault.  In  graves  to  the  right  of  the  entrance  to  the  vault,  are 
buried  Frederick  and  Catharine  Horn.

The  superintendent  states  that  no  stone  marks  the  grave  of  Frederick  Horn 
but  an  inscription  is  carved  on  the  monument  giving  dates  of  birth  and  death  for 
Frederick  and  Catharine  Horn, 

On  January  5,  1776,  three  day3  before  Frederick  Horn  enlisted  at  Easton, 
there  enlisted  at  the  same  place  and  in  the  same  company,  one  Abraham  Horn.  It 
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would  seem  that  these  two  men  might  be  brothers.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  name 
of  Abraham  Horn  appeared  in  the  records  of  1772  of  St.  John's  Lutheran  Congregation, 
along  with  those  of  Anna  Kunigunda  Horn,  Frederick  Horn  and  others  of  the  Horn  name. 

There  are  several  deeds  in  the  Allegheny  County  records  that  touch  on  Abraham 
Horn  of  Easton.  These  involved  large  tracts  of  land  which  were  sold  to  Abraham  Horn 
and  his  wife  in  1808.  The  indications  arc  that  it  was  a  land  speculation  for  Abra¬ 
ham  Horn  as  he  held  these  tracts  only  a  few  months.  The  last  deed  was  signed  by 
Abraham  only,  which  might  indicate  that  his  wife  Susana  had  died,  Mrs.  Adams  draws 
the  conclusion  that  this  was  Abraham  Horn,  Jr.,  who,  according  to  the  History  of 
Northampton  County,  served  as  postmaster  of  Easton  and  was  a  state  surveyor  of  the 
Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania.  He  married  Susan  Hay,  daughter  of  Melchior  Hay 
of  Easton. 

Pittsburgh  records  also  show  the  marriage  of  Abraham  Horn  to  Susanna  Horn 
in  1828.  It  v/ould  seem  that  this  Susanna  was  the  daughter  of  Frederick,  particular¬ 
ly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  when  Frederick  and  his  wife  sold  the  Pittsburgh  property 
in  1832,  after  their  removal  to  Cincinnati,  Frederick  gave  the  power  of  attorney  to 
Abraham  Horn  to  collect  the  money  on  the  sale. 

This  couple  had  evidently  taken  up  residence  in  Cincinnati  by  1834  for  the 
City  Directory  for  that  year  gives — Abram  Korn,  painter,  cor.  of  New  &  Broadway, 
and  Frederick  Horn,  same  address.  (This  was  the  home  of  Frederick  as  described  in 
his  will.)  The  Directory  for  1  836-37  lists --Abraham  Horn,  carpenter,  East  Side  of 
Broadway  between  New  and  Seventh.  This  is  approximately  the  same  location.  So  this 
Abraham  Horn  was  doubtless  a  son-in-law;  he  may  have  been  at  the  same  time— a  nephew. 

Taking  up  tho  children  of  Frederick  Korn  and  his  wife  Susanna  or  Susan: 

The  oldest  was  John  Stephen  Horn;  his  birth  is  recorded  in  Christ  Lutheran  Church, 
York,  Pennsylvania,  as  of  August  14,  1780.  He  became  the  father  of  sixteen  children; 
among  these  were  our  grandmother,  Eve  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Daniel,  etc. 

Of  his  early  life  I  cannot  add  a  great  deal  to  what  his  son  Daniel  says  of 
him.  There  is  no  i  ecord  verifying  the  statement  that  his  father  served  as  a  volun¬ 
teer  in  the  defense  of  Baltimore  in  1814,  which  is  not  strange  since  it  was  a  vol¬ 
untary  service  of  short  duration. 

In  the  latter  part  of  his  life  his  name  always  appears  a?  John  S.  Horne; 
but  such  records  as  we  find  of  him  in  his  early  life  his  name  is  given  as  John  Horn, 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  he  did  not  use  his  middle  initial  nor  add  the  e  until 

later. 


Mrs.  I.  P.  Gough  made  a  diligent  search  around  Baltimore  for  me.  These  are 
her  findings:  The  Baltimore  City  Directories  list  a  John  3,  Horne,  living  at  Green 

and  Mulberry  Street,  from  1800-01  to  1810;  he  is  named  as  a  merchant,  #2  O'Donnell's 
Wharf,  His  name  does  not  appear  after  1810,  the  same  year  we  first  find  our 
John  S.  at  Pittsburgh. 

*  Baltimore  records  give  this  marriage:  John  S.  Horne  m  Mary  Ridgeley,  May  2, 
1799,  Minister  John  Ireland  (who  was  at  the  time  Associate  Pastor  of  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  Church  in  Baltimore.) 

In  St.  Paul's  vital  records  is  found  this  entry:  Charles  Ridgley,  son  of 
John  Stedman  and  Mary  Dorothy  Horne,  born  March  28,  1800. 

This  is  probably  the  John  S.  Horne  whose  name  appears  as  a  merchant  in  the 
City  Directories.  I  felt  so  certain  that  this  was  another  man  that,  when  I  submitted 
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my  papers  on  Frederick  Horn  to  the  D«  A.  R.,  I  did  not  even  mention  him.  However, 
in  checking  my  data,  the  Registrar  General  found  this  marriage  in  the  Baltimore 
records  and  since  the  circumstantial  evidence  seemed  good,  she  accepted  it  as  the 
first  marriage  of  our  John  S.  My  own  conviction  is  that  the  first  wife  of  John  S* 
has  not  been  found. 

These  items  refer  definitely  to  our  John  S. :  City  Directory  of  Baltimore 
for  1804:  John  Horn,  tin-plate  worker. 

The  Census  for  Pittsburgh  Borough  for  1810  (heads  of  families  listed  betwoen 
the  ages  of  26  and  45):

This  corresponds  exactly  with  the  family  at  that  time  as  given  by  uncle 
Daniel  Horne,  the  sixth  child,  John  Wesley,  being  born  in  November  of  that  year, 
after  the  census  was  taken.  Uncle  Daniel  states  that  this  child  died  in  Pitts¬ 
burgh  the  following  May. 

City  Directory  of  Pittsburgh  for  1815: 

John  Horn,  tinner,  living  on  Ferry  Street. 

Manuscript  tax-book  for  Pittsburgh,  1818:  John  Horn,  coppersmith,  taxed 
$o20;  this  small  sum  was  the  usual  tax  on  certain  trades.  After  his  name  appears 
the  comment  ’’gone.*'  John  Horn  and  his  father  Frederick  are  the  only  Horn  names 
which  anpear  in  this  tax-list. 

At  some  point  along  the  we.y  the  Horn  family  withdrew  from  the  Lutheran  com¬ 
munion  and  embraced  Methodism*  This  had  probably  taken  place  before  the  birth  of 
the  child  who  was  named  John  Wesley,  born  in  1810, 

Mrs*  Adams  made  a  study  of  such  meager  records  of  the  Methodist  Church  in 
Pittsburgh  as  have  been  preserved.  She  appends  a  brief  history  of  the  early  Con¬ 
gregation  : 

(The  Pittsburgh  Circuit  was  divided  in  1811,  and  as  newly  constituted  had 
167  members.  In  1817  the  membership  reached  200,  and  the  church  records  show  there 
were  fifteen  different  classes.  At  the  Conference  session  in  1317,  Andrew  Hamphill 
was  appointed  to  the  pastorate.  Early  services  of  the  Methodists  were  held  in  the 
Court  House,  in  a  room  of  the  barracks  of  old  Fort  Pitt  and  in  private  houses  until 
1810  when  a  lot  was  purchased  and  a  plain  brick  building,  30  by  40  feet  was  erected. 
In  1817,  a  more  extensive  property  was  bought,  a  building  commenced  of  brick,  large 
for  that  time,  with  a  gallery  running  round  the  rear  and  two  sides.  This  building 
was  completed  in  1818  and  stood  until  1848  when  it  was  torn  down  to  give  space  for 
a  new  church.  Until  1828,  when  there  was  a  split  in  the  congregation,  this  was  the 
only  Methodist  society  in  Pittsburgh.  The  present  building  of  this  congregation  is 
at  the  corner  of  Smithfield  Street  and  Sixth  Avenue  and  is  often  spoken  of  as  the 
Brimstone  Corner  Church.) 

"A  General  Register  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  City  of  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  March  3rd,  1818.  Andrew  Hamphill,  pastor."  Published  in  the  Western 

Pennsylvania  Historical  Maga-ine,  October,  1823.  pp253-4.

Thus  — John  is  *»a  a  mass  T,ead*r.  his  wife  Sarah,  his  daughter  Susannah 

and  his  son  Frederick,  as  members  of  classes.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  lists 
for  eight  classes  are  missing. 

The  record  of  the  Smithficld  Church  naming  John  Horn  as  Class  Leader  is 
dated  March,  1818,  so  it  was  later  in  the  year  that  he  took  his  family  down  the 
Ohio  to  Cincinnati,  as  stated  by  his  son  Daniel, 

The  early  cemetery  of  the  Methodists  in  Pittsburgh,  became  later  the  canal 
basin  where  canal  boats  from  the  east  loaded  and  unloaded.  This  was  around  the 
year  1830.  Later  the  canal  basin  became  the  site  of  the  present  Union  Station.  No 
record  appears  to  have  been  made  of  the  interments.  It  is  probable  that  the  first 
wife  and  infant  son  of  John  S,  Horne  were  buried  in  this  cemetery. 

On  January  1st,  1815,  Jchn  Horn  married  Sarah  Reynolds  at  Washington,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  There  is  room  for  speculation  as  to  hiS  movements  up  until  that  time. 

He  may  have  gone  with  his  father  to  Mercer  County,  at  which  time  he  was  twenty  cr 
twenty-one,  returning  to  York.  We  find  him  in  Baltimore  in  1804;  family  records 
give  the  birth  of  our  grandmother.  Eve  Elizabeth  in  Pittsburgh  in  1807:  he  definite* 
ly  was  living  in  Pittsburgh  in  1810  and  1815.  His  son  Daniel  places  him  in  Balti¬ 
more  in  1814.  It  is  possible  that  after  the  death  of  his  fir3t  wife,  he  left  his 
children  with  h5s  father  and  stepmother  and  returned  to  Baltimore  for  a  time. 

When  John  S.  Horne  took  his  family  down  the  river  to  Cincinnati  in  1818,  he 
found  a  small  city  of  about  8,500,  including  men,  women  and  children.  During  his 
ni.n«  years  of  residence  there,  he  engaged  in  hi3  trade  as  a  tinsmith.  The  City 
Directory  for  1825  gives:  John  S.  Horne,  tinplate  worker,  res.  Sycamore  between 
6th  &  7th  (came  from  Pa.)  This  location  was  about  a  block  from  the  home  which  his 
father  Frederick,  described  in  his  will. 

In  1827  he  removed  with  his  family,  at  least  his  younger  children,  to  Xenia, 
about  sixty-five  miles  to  the  north,  in  Greene  county.  This  town-site  was  laid  of? 
in  the  forest  in  the  autumn  of  1803,  by  Joseph  Vance.  The  first  cabin  was  erected 
by  John  Marshall,  April,  1804;  the  first  hewn  log  house  was  built  for  the  Rev.  Jama 
Fowler  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  from  Petersburg,  Virginia,  So  it  was  still  a  young 

•  community  when  the  John  S.  Horne  family  went  to  make  it  their  homo.  It  is  probable 

that  the  older  children  remained  in  Cincinnati.  They  were  at  that  time  grown,  and 

were  married  soon  after. 

The  histories  of  Greene  County  by  R.  S.  Dills  and  George  F.  Robinson  give  a 
long  list  of  early  settlers.  Among  these  are  the  name  of  John  S,  Home  end  those 
of  several  of  his  sons.  No  doubt  John  S.  Horne  continued  at  his  trade  in  Xenia, 
and  almost  surely,  his  son  John  R.as  e  youth  was  associated  with  him  and  probably 
carried  on  the  business  after  his  death,  since  he  is  listed  as  a  tinner. 
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It  is  evident  that  the  Hornes  were  devout  members  cf  the  Methodist  Protes¬ 
tant  Church  at  Xenia*  This  communion  was  known  as  the  Radical  Church  throughout 
Ohio,  John  and  his  wife  Sarah  deeded  a  lot  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  at 
Xenia  in  1833,  as  shown  by  court  records,  and  John  refers  to  it  in  hi3  will.  Wo 
heard  of  this  church  deed  in  the  1890's  through  Uncle  Daniel,  who  said  his  father 
deeded  the  lot  as  a  gift.  In  one  record  he  is  called  Rev.,  indicating  that  he  did 
some  preaching.  He  did  not  live  a  very  long  life,  leaving  his  wife  Sarah  with  a 
large  family  of  children,  all  but  two  being  miners,  a  number  of  them  very  young. 

He  died  July  24,  1841,  at  the  ago  of  61  years,  and  is  buried  in  Woodland 
Cemetery,  Section  P,  lot  9;  this  plot  is  not  far  from  the  entrance,  being  the  9th 
lot  up  the  driveway--the  first  road  to  the  left  of  the  middle.  Only  two  stones  are 
found  in  this  plot,  though  the  records  show  that  a  son  occupies  an  unmarked  grave, 
boon  John  o,  and  the  ini  ant  aaugnter,  juna  Ann,  a  led  Dei  ore  Woodland  Cemetery  was 
laid  out,  in  1845,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  bodies  were  removed  there  from  the 
old  Methodist  Episcopal  Cemetery  east  of  the  city-~now  out  of  use.  Most  of  the 
stones  were  removed  to  the  present  cemetery  years  ago.  There  is  room  for  perhaps 
eight  or  ten  others  in  the  lot.  The  two  stones  are  plain  slabs  of  white  marble, 
both  as  straight  and  firm  as  when  placed,  the  engraving  deep  and  very  legible,  far 
more  so  than  most  of  the  earlier  stones.

At  the  top  of  the  John  Horne  stone  is  a  circle  and  within  it  a  carged  3/4  fig¬ 
ure  of  a  man  (like  a  preacher)  in  the  attitude  of  prayer,  the  hands,  palms  together, 
raised  in  front  of  him.  (See  Album) 


Toodland  Cemetery  is  considered  an  unusually  beautiful  burial  place  and  is 
well  cared  for.  It  contains  about  12,100  giw.ves*  (1943) 


According  to  the  record  of  his  son  Daniel,  the  wife  Sarah  died  at  Heyworth, 
Illinois ,  A  number  cf  her  children  were  living  in  Illinois  and  it  is  likely  that 
she  went  there  to  be  near  them.  Her  youngest  child,  Charles  N.,  and  his  infant  son 
are  buried  in  the  Horne  lot  in  Shiloh  Cemetery  near  Heyworth,  There  is  a  third 
grave  which  is  unmarked.  It  is  probably  that  of  Sarah  Reynolds  Horne,  She  died 
five  years  efter  her  son. 

Mrs,  Hatch  knew  her  grandmother  Horne  and  remembers  her  as  a  fine,  motherly 
person.  In  the  pictures  which  Mrs,  Hatch  has  of  her  she  makes  a  striking  appear¬ 
ance;  she  looks  to  be  of  rather  generous  proportions,  seated  in  the  wide-spread  gown 
of  that  period.  Her  face  denotes  character. 
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Abstract  of  the  will  of  John  S.  Horne: 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I  John  S.  Horne  of  the  Town  of  Xenia,  etc. --being 
weak  in  bod/  but  of  sound  and  perfect  memory,  blessed  be  Almighty  God  for  the 
same,  do  make,  etc, 

I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  wife  Sarah  (several  pieces  of  property 
described)  except  a  lot  deeded  by  him  to  the  Protestant  Methodist  Meeting  house. 

Also  to  her  all  his  personal  estate  cf  whatever  kind--Appoints  her  sole  executor 
of  his  will.  All  bequests  are  to  tend  to  the  maintenance  of  my  beloved  wife,  Sarah, 
and  her  family  for  the  education  of  the  younger  members  thereof *«« **as  she  nay  think 
proper.  Should  she  change  her  station  in  life  or  be  called  by  death,  all  bequests 
are  to  revert  to  his  son,  Daniel  H.  Horne,  Jr,  to  administer;  in  case  of  his  death, 
then  his  Son,  John  R.  Horne,  if  he  be  of  age,  shall  act,  etc**«I7hen  all  members  of 
his  bav°  become  ef  nmnortv  ob«  11  hr*  p dually  divided  among  thorn,  as 

many  as  are  living  at  that  time,****This  fifth  day  of  July  in  th6  year  of  Our  Lord 
One  Thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine.

The  will  indicates  that  he  was  in  poor  health  for  some  time  before  his  death. 
He  does  not  name  any  of  the  children  of  his  first  marriage;  only  two  daughters, 
Mary  and  Eve  Elizabeth,  were  living,  and  possibly  the  son  Frederick.  They  had  long 
been  grown  and  married.  It  was  evidently  his  purpose  to  leave  his  property  to  his 
wife  and  his  younger  children.  But  in  1663,  which  was  many  years  after  his  death, 
the  estate  apparently  had  not  been  closed  and  there  may  have  arisen  a  question  of 
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members  of  my  family  shall  have  become  of  age

for  it  appears  from  the  letter  of  Daniel  H,  Horne,  Sr.,  brother  of  John  S,,  to  my 
grandmother  Eve  Elizabeth,  that  papers  regarding  the  settlement  had  been  sent  to 
her  and  she  had  someone  write,  perhaps  my  father.  The  letter,  of  which  the  envelope 
is  missing,  is  given;  the  writing  is  good,  though  it  is  evident  that  it  was  done  by 
an  elderly  hand.

Your  letter  of  the  12th  Instant  came  to  hand  but  I  do  not  know  whether  it 
was  entended  for  me  or  for  Daniel  H  Home  the  half  Brother  to  Mrs  Day.  the  proper¬ 
ty  of  her  Father  by  his  will  was  left  as  stated  in  your  letter  namely  to  be  divided 
after  the  death  of  his  widow.  She  is  still  alive  &  now  is  somewhere  in  Illinois, 
the  property  is  not  of  much  value  say  about  one  thousand  dollars,  the  will  of  her 
Father  I  have  never  seen  but  is  recorded  in  Xenia  Green  County  Ohio,  if  a  copy  is 
desired  you  may  obtain  it  by  sending  to  John  S.  Horno  (should  be  John  R.)  who  re¬ 
sides  at  the  place  as  to  the  paper  sent  to  Mrs.  Day  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  fact 
nor  its  contents  we  long  learned  (?)  the  death  of  Charles  and  the  circumstances 
Connected  v/ith  it  from  his  mother  &  she  arived  a  short  time  after  his  buryal

It  will  be  noted  that  he  is  not  quite  accurate  as  to  the  terms  of  his  broth¬ 
er^  will.  To  distinguish  the  two  Daniel  K.  Hornes,  one  from  the  other,  the  elder 
man  was  called  Sr.  and  his  nephew,  the  son  of  John  S.  was  known  as  Daniel  H.  Horne, 
Jr.  For  many  years  both  men  were  living  in  Cincinnati.  But  when  this  letter  was 
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written,  the  younger  Daniel  had  moved  with  his  family  to  Chicago. 

The  children  of  John  S,  Horne  and  hi3  first  wife: 

According  to  uncle  Daniel’s  record,  the  first  child  was  Wary,  born  December 
31,  1601.  The  Woodland  Cemetery  record,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  gives  the  date  of  h°r 
death  as  March  11,  1875,  age  73,  born  Pennsylvania.  She  married  (1)  Christian 
Oblinger;  (2)  Samuel  McPherson,  The  date  of  her  first  marriage  has  not  been  found. 
Christian  Oblinger  died  September  4,  1837,  age  45  years.  The  records  indicate  a 
previous  marriage.  Elizabeth  Oblinger  died  June  19,  1830f  age  34  years.  So  Mary's 
f irst ' marriage  took  place  after  that  time;  her  brother  Daniel  gives  the  place  as 
Xonia,  where  her  father  had  been  living  since  1827.  A  study  of  the  cemetery  records 
shows  there  were  two  living  "Oblinger  children  at  the  time  of  the  doath  of  their 
mother  Elizabeth;  Martha,  who  married  Dr*  David  L.  Terry,  and  Susannah,  who  nar- 
jttcoo  *»«,  bieli'ioft.;  ano  -.no  «.xa>ux  i  cvwi  us  a  to.  Its  visa'd  there  was  a  son 

Willjam,  who  was  married  February  18r  1841,  to  Martha  Helrigle,  so  he  also  was  a 
child  of  the  first  wife.  If  wife  Mary  had  any  children  of  this  marriage— no  record 
of  them  has  been  found.  Where  the  boy  "Jer",  who  will  be  mentioned  later,  belongs, 
is  unknown. 


Christian  Oblinger  was  tho  son  of  John  Oblinger,  Revolutionary  soldier,  who 
was  granted  pension  August  24,  1833,  for  his  services  as  a  private  in  Lancaster 
county,  Pennsylvania  militia.  He  is  buried  in  Highland  Church  yard  (Dunkard), 
Miami  county,  close  to  the  Montgomery  line.  He  was  evidently  married  three  times: 
(1)  Eleanor;  (2)  Susannah  Carl;  (3)  Elizabeth  Rodley.  He  is  known  to  have  had 
three  children:  Christian,  Joshua,  Gabriel. 
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died  intestate,  September  4,  1837.  His  estate  was  admin¬ 
istered  September  20,  1837,  at  which  time  Gabriel  Oblinger  and  Warren  Munger,  Sr. 
gave  bond  for  $(*.000,  which  indicates  a  large  estate  for  that  day.  Samuel  Shoup, 
George  Grove  and  Amos  Oblinger  are  named  as  sureties.  A  full  report  of  the  settle¬ 
ment  is  lacking,  but  these  receipts  from  merchants  were  found:

It  appears  that  William  and  Martha  Jane  were  nearly  grown  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  Iheir  father.  Susan  was  about  seven,  having  been  born  the  year  of  her  moth¬ 
er’s  death,  which  very  possibly  followed  the  birth  of  the  child.  The  ties  between 
Susan  and  her  step-mother  were  close  and  remained  so  through  the  years,  indicating 
that  aunt  Mary  raised  this  little  girl  who  probably  continued  to  live  with  her  after 
her  marriage  to  Samuel  McPherson,  which  took  place  according  to  Montgomery  county 
records  on  September  23,  1841.  Susan  married  Jacob  W.  Dietrick.  The  Dietricks  are 
buried  in  the  McPherson  lot,  not  the  Oblinger  lot. 


A  study  of  the  burial  records  indicates  that  the  first  wife  of  Samuel  McPher 
son,  Agnes,  had  borne  two  daughters  named  Agne3.  Whether  she  was  the  mother  of 
Margaret,  James  and  Samuel,  all  McPherson  children,  is  not  definitely  known,  but 
the  indications  are  that  she  was.  John  McPherson  was  the  sen  of  wife  Mary  and  so 
far  as  is  knovrn  *-  her  only  child. 

The  first  interment  in  Woodland  Cemetery,  Dayton,  was  made  in  July,  1843; 
the  original  area  of  40  acres  has  been  increased  to  the  present  area  of  200  acres. 
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Since  several  members  of  both  Oblinger  and  McFherson  families  died  before  Woodland 
was  laid  out,  it  is  evident  that  these  bodies  were  removed  here  from  seme  older 
burj  ing  ground.  It  will  be  noted  that  this  cemetery  bears  the  same  name  as  the 
one  at  Xenia  where  our  Home  lots  are  located.  The  records  of  Oblinger,  McPherson 
and  Dietrick  burials  follow:

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Samuel  and  Wary  McPherson  continued  to  live  in  Dayton  for  many  years  after 
their  marriage  and  always  looked  upon  it  as  home,  even  after  their  removal  to 
Springfield,  Ohio,  where  they  spent  their  later  years.  The  City  Directory  of  Spring- 
field  for  1863-64  gives:  Samuel  McPherson,  Race  e  of  Limestone;  1368-69  12  ?7.  High 

Street;  1879-80  res  19  W  Mulberry  Street;  in  each  case  he  is  listed  as  an  insurance 
agent#  In  the  last  Directory,  there  also  appears  the  name  Janes  McPherson,  at  the 
same  address. 

As  children  we  heard  a  good  doal  about  the  McPherson  family  and  understood 
they  were  people  of  means:  our  grandmother,  Eve  Elizabeth  Day,  made  an  extended 
visit  to  them  while  they  were  living  at  Springfield.  At  this  time  her  sister  Mary 
made  her  several  nice  gifts;  among  them  were  a  mother-of-pearl  card  case  and  a  gold 
band  ring,  which  she  had  made  to  order  by  her  jeweler.  This  was  probably  in  the 
early  seventies. 

A  letter  written  to  our  grandmother  by  her  sister  and  husband,  after  her  re¬ 
turn  to  Illinois,  recalls  various  people  whom  she  had  met;  mentions  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
Barnett  and  son,  who  have  gone  to  Louisiana  to  live;  the  health  of  Mrs.  Barnett  has 
improved  in  the  south;-  she  (Mary)  has  her  usual  winter  cough;  it  is  lonely  for  them 
in  Springfield  as  none  of  their  relatives  are  near.  Son  James"-v;ho  went  bcme--is 
well,  mind  rather  better,  George  Snyder  had  named  his  son--John  McPherson — for 
their  son  who  was  killed.  Samuel’s  sister  Mary  (Mrs.  Moseman?)  who  lived  in  Dayton, 
was  nov/  making  her  home  with  them* 

Mrs,  Hatch  remembers  making  a  visit  to  this  aunt  and  uncle,  when  she  was  a 
little  girl,  in  company  with  her  older  sister.  She  says  there  was  evidence  of 
wealth;  that  they  had.  a  beautiful  home  and  yard,  with  many  fruit  trees  on  the  place; 
she  saw  li*ci ie  oi  ntsr  aunt,  who  was  in  poor-  health  anti  coni  ined  to  her  room;  she  re¬ 
members  her  uncle  especially,  as  a  fine  man,  full  of  jokes  and  good  cheer.  Daughter 
Margaret  Barnett  and  infant  son,  who  was  called  Jimmie,  were  there,  and  Mrs.  Hatch 
has  the  impression  that  Margaret  was  the  daughter  of  her  uncle's  first  marriage. 

Sho  also  saw  son  James,  who  was  mentally  afflicted.  What  became  of  this  son  is  un¬ 
known,  He  was  not  named  in  the  will  nor  is  he  buried  in  the  lot  at  Dayton.  He  may 
have  been  taken  south  by  the  other  son  and  daughter. 

A  picture  cf  Mary  and  Samuel  McPherson  and  son  John--shows  them  to  be  fine 
looking  people  and  expensively  dressed.  The  boy,  a  handsome  lad  of  eight  or  ten, 
stands  between  his  parents  who  are  seated.  Mrs.  Hatch  has  a  picture  of  John  as  a 
young  man  in  uniform,  a  fine  face  and  figure.  (See  Album) 

The  following  information  regarding  the  McPherson  family  is  gleaned  from  Day- 
ton  and  Springfield  newspapers  of  that  period: 

Springfield  Daily  Republic,  issue  of  Thursday  evening,  January  14,  1869,  car¬ 
ries  a  detailed  account  of  the  railroad  accident  in  which  John  McPherson  lost  his 
life.  This  occurred  on  January  12th  at  Cork  Run  fill,  near  Mansfield,  Pennsylvania, 
and  about  three  miles  below  Pittsburgh,  on  the  Pan-Handle  of  the  Pennsylvania  Line. 
Heavy  rains  had  left  the  track  without  foundation  at  this  point  but  the  condition 
was  unobserved  because  of  the  snow  which  covered  the  ground.  The  train  passed  safe¬ 
ly  except  the  sleeping  car,  which  became  detached  and  rolled  down  an  embankment, 
turning  over  and  over  until  demolished. 

John  McPherson  and  his  brother-in-law,  Henry  C.  Barnett,  occupied  a  berth  to¬ 
gether.  They  were  returning  to  Springfield  from  a  trip  to  Washington;  in  hi3  testi¬ 
mony,  Mr.  Barnett  said  that  he  was  a  manufacturer  of  water  wheels  and  he  and  Mr.  Mc- 
pherson  had  made  the  trip  to  examine  some  things  in  the  Patent  Office.  Mr.  Barnett 
was  pinned  under  the  wreckage,  which  took  f  ire;  he  was  seriously  injured  and  all 
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but  died  before  being  rescued.  He  gave  the  address  of  the  law  office  of  Mr,  Me 
Pherson  ns  the  Hahn's  Building,  42  East  Main  Street,  Springfield. 

Dayton  Daily  Journal  of  January  18,  1869,  under  the  heading 

The  Late  John  McPherson. 

Our  readir3  have  already  been  made  acquainted  with  the  material  incidents 
of  the  late  fatal  railway  accident  in  the  East,  and  the  death  of  the  late  John  Me 
Pherson  on  the  tragic  occasion.  The  peculiar  relations  which  Mr,  McPherson  sus¬ 
tained  to  parties  here,  and  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  a  large  acquaintance 
in  this  city,  will  warrant  us  in  further  alluding  to  the  deceased, 

Mr,  McPherson  was  a  young  lawyer  of  more  than  usual  promise;  and  although 
engaged  in  the  active  practice  of  his  profession  but  a  f ew  months,  he  had  already 
attained  an  enviable  position  at  the  Springfield  bar.  Before  leaving  home,  we 
learn,  Hr.  M  remarked  to  seme  acquaintance  that,  now-a-days ,  when  persons  left  homo 
on  a  journey  by  rail,  it  was  very  uncertc  ir  whether  they  would  return  alive  again; 
and,  for  some  reason,  for  which  ho  was  unable  to  account,  ho  felt  sad  at  leaving 
home;  a  presentiment  of  danger  disturbed  him;  and  but  for  the  fact  that  it  looked 
absurd  to  give  heed  to  such  premonitions,  he  would  give  up  his  journey.  How  fear¬ 
fully  his  forebodings  of  evil  were  answered,  we  all  know. 

It  has  been  rendered  quite  certain  that  Mr.  McPherson  was  instantly  killed 
while  asleep  in  his  berth  in  the  car,  on  that  fatal  morning.  The  accident  occurred 
at  half  past  5  o’clock,  and  the  watch  he  wore  next  his  heart— his  mother's  watch, 
a  pretty  little  Swiss  hunting  case--was  crushed  by  the  same  blows  that  wounded  him 
to  death,  and  the  watch  and  its  owner  were  silenced  forever,  at  the  same  instant.' 
The  mutilated  little  time-keeper  indicating  the  exact  moment  of  the  catastrophe J 

Either-  of  the  severe  wounds  received  by  Mr.  McPherson  were  mortal  —  a  terri- 
ible  gash  on  the  skull  causing  a  compound  fracture,  and  fearful  wound  in  the  side. 
Besides  these  wounds,  the  left  arm  was  dislocated,  and  the  right  arm  broken. 

Tho  remains  of  Mr.  McPherson  were  escorted  to  this  city  on  the  15th,  by  com¬ 
mittees  cf  the  Bar  of  Springfield,  and  from  the  Ledge  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  which  the 
deceased  was  a  member,  and  they  were  deposited  in  the  family  lot  in  Woodland  Ceme¬ 
tery  on  tho  evening  of  that  day. 

The  Springfield  Bar  passed  appropriate  resolutions  in  honor  of  their  de¬ 
ceased  brother.

In  an  account  of  the  accident,  the  Dayton  Daily  Ledger  of  January  14th  had 
said:  Mr.  McPherson,  of  Springfield,  was  a  near  relative--a  half-brother  we  be¬ 
lieve —  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Dietrich,  wife  of  our  County  Auditor.  He  was  a  worthy,  estim¬ 
able  gentlemen  and  well  known  in  Dayton.  (He  really  was  a  step-brother  to  Mrs. 
Dietrich,  as  indicated  in  previous  pages.  M.W.J.)

It  is  almost  certain  that  John  McPherson  gave  service  in  the  Civil  War  but 
I  have  been  unable  to  find  it  because  his  company  and  regiment  ere  unknown.

Dear  sister,  yours  of  the  first  of  March  Came  duly  to  hand  and  we 
are  glad  to  hear  from  you,  Mother  was  then  in  her  usual  (I  Can  hardly  Call  it 
health  for  she  seemed  to  knew  but  little  of  that)  But  she  was  tolerable  Comfortable, 
But  I  am  Sorry  to  have  to  Conveth  you  the  Heart  rending  intelligence  that  your 
Sister  is  no  more,  She  (line  not  readable)  the  Evening  of  the  8th,  we  got  the 
doctor  immediately  he  gave  her  medicine  to  take  every  half  hour  and  said  She  would 
be  all  riaht  in  the  morning,  but  instead  of  tho  medicine  having  the  usual  Effect 
She  threw  it  up  We  sent  for  him  again  at  10  oclock  and  ho  Changed  the  medicine 
this  She  did  not  throw  up  but  it  had  not  the  Desired  Effect,  So  we  sent  for  him 
again  at  3  oclock  and  he  Changed  the  medicine,  But  nothing  he  Could  do  seemed  to  do 
her  any  good,  She  got  a  severe  pain  in  her  aid  from  there  it  got  into  her  Heart, 
and  nothing  would  remove  it,  it  remained  there  untill  she  died  this  spell  was  not 
near  So  Severe  as  Some  Spells  She  got  through  her  mind  was  Clear  to  the  last  and 
she  was  as  sensible  as  she  ever  was  but  Said  from  tho  first  she  would  Die,  But  we 
still  thought  She  would  get  over  it,  on  Thursday  night  her  last  Sho  Seemed  to  be 
easier  and  told  my  Neice  and  Husband  to  go  to  bed,  But  they  would  not  leave  her  in 
the  middle  of  the  night  She  s eased  to  take  the  medicine  and  became  quiet  and  they 
thought  She  had  fallen  asleep  and  would  not  disturbe  her.  I  Came  downstairs  at  Six 
Oclock  in  the  morning  She  was  breathing,  and  appeared  to  be  sleeping  I  laid  my  hand 
on  her  forhed  it  warm  I  thought  I  would  not  disturb  hor  I  went  to  put  on  a  fire, 
ana  when  i  was  done  She  was  breathing  her  last.  So  we  may  say  She  went  to  Sleep  in 
Jesus,  we  Could  scarcely  Say  She  died  She  went  away  so  Sweetly.  Mrs.  Dietrich  has 
been  so  poorly  She  would  not  let  me  Send  for  her  So  She  did  not  See  her  Die.  I 
telegraphed  for  them  and  we  took  hor  down  on  Saturday,  and  put  her  in  the  valt,  as 
the  ground  v?as  So  frozen  it  was  difficult  to  have  a  Grave  Dug,  So  Sho  has  gone  to

Among  other  things,  which  are  repeated 
in  the  eulogy,  it  says  of  him:  He  owned  a  large  property  at  Dayton,  McPhersontown, 
a  part  of  that  city,  having  been  named  for  him.  Ho  was  also  an  officer  in  the  Fi:-p- 
nen*s  Insurance  Co.,  of  Dayton.  Sam'l  McPherson,  son  of  deceased,  lives  in  New 
Orleans,  and  Henry  Earnett,  son-in-law,  at  Bayue  Techs.  A  second  son  has  resided 
at  home  in  this  city,  and  is  now  here.  (This  would  be  son  James.  M«W.J.)

THE  LATE  SAMUEL  Me PEERS ON 

Mr.  Samuel  McPherson  was  born  on  the  16th  of  May,  1800,  of  Scotch-Irish 
parentage,  at  Duneverney,  County  of  Antrim,  North  of  Ireland,  a  descendant  of  the 
Scotch  Covenanters.  He  left  Ireland  on  the  3rd  of  June,  1821,  and  arrived  at 
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Baltimore  the  following  August,  where  he  remained  five  years,  being  associated  with 
his  brother  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  grocery  business.  He  left  Baltimore  on  the 
4th  of  October,  1829  ,  for  the  West.  A  great  lover  of  nature,  he  admired  the  Miami 
Valley  and  concluded  to  settle  there.  Dayton  then  was  a  village  of  2,800  inhabi¬ 
tants.  He  removed  to  Springfield  on  the  5th  of  May,  185  5,  He  was  very  successful 
in  business,  being  at  one  time  worth  $80,000,  but  reverses  finally  came  in  his  old 
age,  for  which  he  was  not  accountable.  He  has  been  ill  for  the  last  three  years, 
being  confined  to  his  bed  the  greater  pai’t  of  the  past  year.  He  always  retained 
a  cheerful  disposition,  being  ever  full  of  wit  and  humor,  fie  expressed  a  desire  to 
live  to  his  eightieth  birthday;  after  that  he  was  anxious  to  die.  He  was  always 
very  devotional.  The  day  previous  to  his  death  he  said:  "I  commit  myself,  soul 
and  body,  to  my  Savior,  and  repeated  the  23rd  Psalm.  He  died  Saturday  evening  at 
half  past  five  o'clock.

their  own  use***the  Rest  of  ny  Estate  to  bo  Equelly  Divided  Between  mv  Daughter 
iviargret  Barnett  and  my  Son  Sami  McPherson***they  to  pay  Each  of  them  twenty  Dollars 
Every  Quarter  of  a  year  during  her  Single  life  to  Virginia  Heckler.  B3  makes  provi¬ 
sion  for  the  board  and  funeral  expenses  of  his  sister  Mary.  Then  excepts  this 
clause,  with  the  statement  that  other  provision  has  been  made  for  her  care  after 
his  death .

The  suburb,  formerly  known  as  McPherson  Town,  Dayton,  is  now  Riverdale. 

Thero  is  still  a  McPherson  street  there. 

Nothing  more  is  known  of  the  sen  and  daughter  named  in  the  will.  The  New 
Orleans  City  Directories  from  1879  to  1890  list  one  Samuel  Me  Pherson  as  a  druggest. 
But  there  is  no  mention  of  wife  or  children. 

The  second  child  of  John  S.  Herne  and  his  first  wife  was  Susanna.  According 
to  her  brother  Daniel's  record,  she  was  born  October  10,  1803;  married  William  Young 
at  Cincinnati,  and  died  there  in  March,  1832.  /ilhether  she  had  any  children  is  un¬ 
known.  Her  husband  must  have  been  known  to  her  father  and  held  in  respect  by  him, 
since  he  named  a  son  born  in  1824,  William  Young.  Our  grandmother  Eva  Elizabeth, 
was  married  at  the  home  of  Mrs,  Young,  in  Cincinnati,  evidently  the  home  of 
this  sister. 

The  next  child  was  Frederick,  born  July  3,  1805,  married  Lucy  Hoops,  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  brother  Daniel,  who  stated  that  Frederick  was  dead,  date  and  place  un¬ 
known.  The  Cincinnati  City  Directory  for  1823,  lists  Frederick  Horn,  Tinner,  boards 
at  White  Hall;  this  is  almost  surely  the  son  of  John  S.  In  1826-37  is  given: 
Frederick  Horn,  carpenter,  boards  at  Abraham  Horn's.  A  Frederick  Horne  was  listed 
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in  Xenia  records  of  1840,  which  stated  that  he  went  to  California  in  1849,  Whether 
this  was  the  sen  of  John  S «  is  undetermined,  A  Frederick  Horne  owned  a  lot  in  Wood¬ 
land  Cemetery,  but  neither  the  names  nor  the  dates  fit  this  family.  It  is  unknown 
whether  Frederick  had  children. 

Next  comes  my  grandmother,  Eve  Elizabeth.  Her  brother  Daniel  gives  her  birth 
dato  as  January  31,  1807,  We  children  had  been  told  that  3he  was  born  on  the  last 
day  of  February  in  a  leap  year.  My  father  gives  February  28,  1810,  Since  1810  was 
not  a  leapyear,  and  as  there  is  a  discrepancy,  I  am  adopting  uncle  Daniel's  record 
as  correct.  My  grandmother  didnot  like  her  name  Eve,  and  used  her  middle  narra  , 
which  she  signed  to  letters  and  deeds.  In  her  family  she  was  often  called  Eliza. 

As  my  grandmother  was  grown  when  her  father  moved  to  Xenia  in  1827,  she  pro- 
’  —  Cine i rr. -"S+v  <- i ^ «•»»•>  ho**  Grandfather  Frederick. 

The  property  which  Frederick  owned  on  Broadway,  was  just  aroiind  the  corner  from  the 
combined  home  and  hams  factory  which  Berry  Day  built  ju3t  off  Broadway  on  Sixth 
Street,  still  standing  today,  and  where  Bennet  Day  lived  and  worked  as  an  apprentice 
for  his  older  brother.  It  is  presumed  that  the  close  proximity  of  the  Horne  and 
the  Day  families  led  to  the  acquaintance  and  marriage  of  these  t>70  young  people. 

They  were  married  on  November  17,  1830,  as  stated  in  fr  letter  written  by  their 
daughter,  Mary  Elizabeth,  to  her  fiance,  Moses  G,  Wadsworth,  saying  her  parents 
would  like  her  wedding  to  take  place  on  the  anniversary  of  their  marriage,  thirty- 
two  years  ago.  As  November  17th  come  on  a  Monday  in  1862,  Sunday,  the  16th,  was 
selected  as  a  more  convenient  day,  by  my  parents.  But  the  lector  definitely  estab¬ 
lishes  the  date  of  marriage  of  my  grandparents. 

In  1839.  Eve  Elizabeth  and  Bennet  Day  moved  to  Illinois,  with  their  only 
living  child  Charles  Wesley,  three  infant  sons  having  died  in  Cincinnati,  Bennet 
Day  followed  his  trade  as  a  blacksmith  for  many  years.  Eve  Elizabeth  Day  is  remem¬ 
bered  by  her  grandchildren  as  a  sweet  and  motherly  person.  She  made  exquisite 
things  with  her  needle  for  me,  a  doll's  sofa  and  chair,  a  set  of  pockets  of  silk 
and  velvet  pieces.  We  Wadsworth  children  were  told  by  our  mother  that  Grandmother 
Day  shook  hands  with  Lafayette.  This  must  have  been  on  the  occasion  of  his  trip 
to  America  in  1824-25,  when  he  visited  every  state  then  in  the  Union. 

The  obituary  notice  of  Eve  Horne  Day,  written  by  her  son-in-law,  Moses  G<* 
Wadsworth,  appeared  in  the  Auburn  (Illinois)  Citizen,  of  which  he  was  publisher, 
in  the  issue  of  February  14,  1878. 


OBITUARY 


EYE  ELIZABETH  DAY 

The  subject  of  this  notice  was  born  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  28th 
of  February  1810.  In  her  childhood,  her  father,  John  Horne,  removed  to  Cincinnati 
on  a  flatboat.  Here  he,  for  many  years  carried  on  his  bus iness--that  of  a  tinner. 
His  daughter,  Elizabeth,  one  of  a  large  family  of  children,  united  with  the  Metho¬ 
dist  church  in  her  girlhood.  She  was  married  to  Bennett  Day,  in  Cincinnati,  about 
the  year  1830,  Some  six  or  eight  years  thereafter,  Mr.  Day  arid  family  emigrated  to 
Illinois,  moving  in  a  one-horse  wagon.  They  settled  in  Menard  County,  where  Mr.  Day 
carried  on  the  blacksmithing  business.  He  soon  became  dissatisfied  there  and  re¬ 
moved  to  this  vicinity,  near  Old  Cumberland  Church;  from  there  to  Old  Auburn,  where 
he  remained  a  number  of  years;  thence  to  Athens,  Menard  County;  next  to  Chatham; 
then  from  there  to  Springfield;  next  to  a  farm  on  Horse  Creek;  back  to  Chatham; 
next  to  Lincoln;  from  there  to  DeWill  County  and  back  to  Lincoln,  At  this  place, 
their  children  being  by  this  time  all  married  and  gone,  Mr,  and  Mrs*  Day  abandoned 
housekeeping  and  afterwards  lived  with  their  children. 
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More  then  thirty  years  ago,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  while  living  in  Menard 
County,  became  a  member  of  what  is  known  as  th3  Christian  Church,  continuing  faith¬ 
fully  and  consistently  in  its  communion  until  her  death.  While  her  health  permitted, 
she  was  ever  ready  to  render  any  service  within  her  power  to  those  requiring  aid.  The 
good  people  of  both  Auburn  and  Chatham,  among  whom,  she  spent  many  years,  remember  her 
kind  and  unselfish  ministrations  among  the  sick  and  afflicted*  For  a  number  of  years, 
preceding  her  death,  she  suffered  severely  from  an  affliction  of  the  lungs,  and  upon 
several  occasions,  she  was  believed  at  death's  door.  Hor  trust  was  in  the  God  of  her 
salvation,  that  she  served  so  faithfully,  not  alone  in  lip-service,  but  in  practical 
life  so  earnestly  inculcated  and  exhibited  in  his  daily  life  by  the  Divine  Master. 
Peacefully  and  sweetly,  on  the  morning  of  the  7th  of  February  she  passed  away,  to  the 
better  world  -beyond,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter  in  St.  Louis.  Tho  remains  were  laid 
to  rest  in  the  Chatham  cemetery,  beside  those  of  her  husband,  who  preceded  hor  some 
six  years,  rney  had  buried  five  children,  (all  dying  in  infancy),  and  four  are  left 
as  follows:  Charles  W.  and  Horatio,  both  cf  Boulder  City,  Colorado;  Mrs.  M.  G.  Wads¬ 
worth,  of  this  place,  and  Mrs.  D.  E.  Swallow,  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri.

It  appears  that  our  grandmother  was  affliced  in  much  the  same  way  as  was  her 
sister  Mary  and  that  both  came  to  the  end  of  the  journey  in  a  similar  manner.  I 
well  remember  the  day  of  her  death.  My  mother  was  expecting  her  at  our  home,  that 
she  might  spend  some  time  away  from  the  smoke  of  the  city,  which  aggravated  her  con¬ 
dition.  A  room  was  being  prepared  for  her,  when  a  telegram  came  announcing  her 
death  that  morning.  On  the  following  day  uncle  Daniel  Swallow  brought  her  body  to 
Chatham  for  burial.  My  parents  and  we  children  were  to  board  the  train  as  it  passed 
through  Auburn :  but  a  +  «»*ri  f  5  ^  rain-storm  made  this  plan  iropnacticabl  e,  and  only 
my  father  went.  Together,  the  two  sons-in-law  laid  away  this  much-loved  mother  in 
the  Day  lot  in  Chatham  cemetery.  No  stones  mark  the  resting  place  of  our  Day  grand¬ 
parents;  and  now  even  the  lot  cannot  be  definitely  located,  the  cemetery  records 
having  been  destroyed  by  fire.  With  their  daughter  Clarissa,  four  grandchildren 
rest  beside  them:  three  infant  Wadsworth  children,  Amelia  Rose,  Cora  Ellen,  Ada 
Clyde,  and  Elmer  Ent  Swallow. 

Bennet  Day  was  the  son  of  John  Day  and  Martha  Todd,  who  with  their  infant 
daughter  Susan,  emigrated  from  Petersburg,  Virginia,  to  Ohio,  in  the  spring  of 
1803.  They  were  members  of  the  party  of  Frederick  Bonner,  Sr.,  all  of  whom  left 
Virginia  as  a  protest  against  slavory--to  take  up  residence  in  a  free  state.  Their 
destination  was  to  be  the  Yellow  Springs,  in  Greene  County,  where  land  had  been  se¬ 
cured  the  previous  year.  While  fording  the  Little  Miami  the  Day  family  all  but 
lost  their  lives.  Remaining  behind,  to  recover  from  the  accident,  they  were  in¬ 
duced  tc  settle  at  that  point  and  established  a  homestead  on  Clough  Creek.  Here 
Bennet  was  born  September  3,  1808,  Here  also,  his  mother  died  in  1821,  at  th9  age 
of  forty-seven;  a  stone  still  marks  her  resting-place  in  the  little  family  plot  on 
the  homestead.  John  Day  was  born  April  15,  1772,  at  or  near  Petersburg;  he  was 
a  cabinet  maker,  fie  married  (2)  Lavinia — -.  Some  years  later  they  moved  to  Madi- 
sonville,  where  John  served  as  postmaster  for  two  years  -1841-43.  He  died  there 
about  1854-55.  His  place  of  burial  is  unknown. 

Family  tradition  says  that  our  John  Day  was  a  descendant  of  the  John  Day  who 
came  to  Virginia  in  early  colonial  days.  The  records  of  Dinwiddie  County  wore  de¬ 
stroyed  in  the  war3  and  the  connection  has  never  been  established. 

The  story  of  the  emigration  of  the  Bonner  party  and  the  accident  to  the  Day 
family  is  told  by  Frederick  Bonner,  Jr,  in  the  History  of  Greene  County,  Ohio,  by 
George  F.  Robinson;  also  in  the  History  of  Greene  County,  by  R.  S.  Dills. 
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Eennet  Day  died  April  12,  1872f  at  Auburn,  Illinois;  he  v/as  buried  in  tho 
village  cemetery  at  Chatham.

John  Wesley,  the 
youngest  of  the  first  family,  was  born  November  0,  1810,  and  died  in  May,  1811,  at 
Pittsburgh,  according  to  uncle  Daniel's  record. 

This  closes  such  data  as  I  have  been  able  to  gather  on  the  first  family  of 
John  S,  Horne, 
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Children  of  John  S,  Horne  and  bi3  second  wife,  Sarah  Reynolds,  who  were  mur- 
ried  on  January  1,  1815,  at  Washington,  Pennsylvania:

Adam  Grove,  born  March  11,  1809,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  was  a  tailor  by 
trade,  and  a  ministor  of  the  Christian  Church,  Soon  after  marriage  this  couple  went 
to  Sangamon  County,  Illinois;  they  lived  first  at  Springfield,  later  taking  up  resi¬ 
dence  at  Athens,  where  Adam  Grove  died,  Juno  30,  1851,  According  to  the  history  of 
Sangamon  County,  (Power)  his  Giove  ancestors  came  from  Germany  and  settled  at  Epb- 
rata,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  about  1725.  Thoy  spalled  their  name  Graff, 
ami  wei'fc  seventh  Daj'  tiapv is*  os  •  inert  are  ueecis  at  Spnrata— of  land  bought  by  Abra¬ 
ham  Graff  in  1760.  He  had  five  children.  His  son  Jacob,  born  in  1751,  wrote  his 
name  Groff.  He  married  Nancy  Kneisley,  of  Ephrata,  about  1780,  This  couple  had 
sixteen  children,  one  of  whom  was  Henry,  born  October  20,  1784,  at  Ephrata;  he  spell¬ 
ed  his  name  Grove.  He  was  married  in  Hummelstown,  Dauphin  County,  Pennsylvania, 

June  7,  1808,  to  Eve  Hammaker,  who  was  born  January  9,  1791,  in  that  county.  They 
were  the  parents  of  twelve  children.  He  and  his  family  moved  to  Springfield,  Sanga¬ 
mon  County,  Illinois,  arriving  November  1,  1836,  and  in  March,  1837,  took  up  their 
residence  in  what  is  no7/  Williams  township.  The  oldost  child  of  Henry  and  Eve  Grove 
was  Adam,  who  married  Sarah  Horne.  Adam,  with  his  wife, had  preceded  his  parents 
to  Illinois  by  several  years. 

Mr,  George  N.  Grove,  who  is  compiling,  the  Grove  Genealogy,  is  authority  for 
the  statement  that  the  first  Abraham  Graff  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  and  re¬ 
fers  to  his  service  in  Pa,  Archives,  5th  Series,  Vol.  7,  Page  848,  Lancaster  County. 
His  son  Jacob  is  said  also  to  be  a  Revolutionary  soldier.

Sarah  Herne  Grove  married  (2)  John  T.  England,  also  a  minister  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Church,  He  was  the  son  of  Stephen  England  and  Anna  Harper,  both  born  in  Vir¬ 
ginia,  In  the  winter  of  1819-19,  Stephen  England,  accompanied  by  two  sons-in-law, 
came  up  the  San-ga-mo  country  to  explore  it.  They  selected  sitf s  for  their  hemes, 
in  the  vicinity  of  where  Cantrall  now  stands;  later  erected  cabins  and  brought  their 
families  to  their  new  homes  about  the  first  of  June,  1819.  Stephen  England  had  been 
a  Baptist  preacher  in  Kentucky,  end  was  asked  to  conduct  religious  services  in  the 
new  settlement.  He  began  preaching  in  his  own  home  in  June  or  July,  1819.  A  church 
was  organized  in  May,  1829,  the  first  church  organized  in  Sangamon  County,  and  the 
organization  wa3  never  broken.  It  is  now  the  Antioch  Christian  Church  and  is  sit¬ 
uated  in  the  present  limits  of  Cantrall. 

Elder  Stephen  England  solemnized  the  marriage  of  Philo  Beers  and  Martha 
Stillman,  November  2,  1820,  which  was  the  first  marriage  in  Sangamon  County. 

(History  of  Sangamon  County,  Power.) 

This  sketch  of  John  England  appears  in  History  of  Disciples  of  Christ  in 
Illinois  by  the  Rev.  N.  S.  Haynes: 

John  England  grew  up  before  the  schoolhouses  were  built.  What  he  learned 
he  know  well.  He  became  a  blacksmith,  wagon-maker,  farmer  and  preacher.  As  a  min¬ 
ister  he  was  well  and  widely  known  and  very  useful.  He  moved  with  his  family  to 
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Logan  County,  where  he  entered  forty  acres  of  land  and  as  the  years  passed  added  to 
it  until  he  owned  140  acres,  where  he  resided  the  larger  part  of  hia  life.  This 
was  near  Mt.  Pulaski;  he  preached  at  a  number  of  points  in  this  area.  His  memory 
of  the  Scriptures  was  remarkable,  he  had  conscientious  scruples  about  taking  money 
for  preaching.  Indeed,  Mr.  England  was  finely  conscientious  in  everything  he  did; 
always  afraid  he  would  get  the  better  of  the  other  fellow.  His  mind  was  earnestly 
sot  on  what  good  he  might  do  other  people.  ’’Uncle  John"  England's  hospitality  was 
known  afar  in  that  day,  when  the  latch-string  was  always  out.  John  England  was  a 
true  servant  of  God  rnd  his  f  oil  ow-nen--self-sacrif  icing,  self-forgetful  and  suprane- 
ly  loyal  to  his  Christian  convictions.  Ho  died  in  great  hope  of  the  life  to  come. 
John  England  was  born  January  15,  1311,  in  Bath  County,  Kentucky;  died  in  Illinois 
(Mt.  Pulaski?),  1884.

According  to  the  records  gathered  by  Mr.  Georgo  N.  Grove,  aunt  Sarah  was  the 
mother  of  tv/elve  children,  several  of  v/hom  died  in  childhood.  The  History  of  Sanga¬ 
mon  County  (Power)  states  that  she  was  also  the  stepmother  of  a  large  family  of 
England  children.

He  went  to 
the  Klondyk  e  during  the  gold-rush,  became  very  rich.  He  did  not  drink,  which  was 
very  unusual  for  Klondyke  environment.  Grove  cousins  say  of  him  that  he  was  a 
handsome  man,  proud,  an  elegant  dresser.

John  England  is  remembered  as  being  very  mindful  of  his  afflicted  half-3ister, 

Sue  Grove.

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The  second  child  of  John  S.  Horne  and  Sarah  Reynolds  was  Daniel  Haines  Horne, 
called  Jr.  to  distinguish  him  from  his  uncle  for  whom  he  was  named#  I  refer  you 
back  to  the  letters  and  records  which  he  sent  my  brother  Charles,  given  in  the  early 
pages  of  this  manuscript.  It  will  be  remembered  that  he  left  his  father’s  home  in 
Xenia  in  1834  and  went  to  Cincinnati,  He  was  then  seventeen.  The  City  Directory 
for  1850  gives  his  name  with  residence,  Plum  Street;  in  1851-52,  he  is  named  as  clerk 
Western  Bank.  His  name  is  given  1853-54,  with  no  address,  no  occupation;  in  1055  he 
is  named  as  bookkeeper,  312  George  Street#  This  is  the  last  time  his  name  is  found; 
either  directories  were  not  issued  for  several  years,  or  they  were  destroyed  in  riot. 


My  sister  and  I  remember  our  great-uncle  Daniel  as  a  nice  looking  man,  of  con¬ 
siderable  dignity.  We  did  rot  see  his  wife,  who  was  at  the  time  visiting  her  daugh¬ 
ter,  Mrs,  Hatch.  Anna  B.  Horne  was  an  artist  and  several  pieces  of  her  work  are 
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r.tc?  sketch  in  water  color.  On  the  back 

is  written  in  a  good  hand:  "Presented  to  Eliza  Day  by  her  sister  Anna  B.  Horne, 
Cincinnati,  Ocx.  (?)  1839."  This  was  probably  a  parting  gift  to  the  sister  of  her 
husband,  Eve  Elizabeth  Horne  Day,  upon  the  removal  of  the  Day  family  to  Illinois. 
Anna  B.  Horne  was  an  invalid  for  many  years;  with  the  care  given  her  by  her  devoted 
daughters,  she  attained  the  age  of  ninety  years.  Mrs,  Hatch  still  has  her  mother’s 
wedding  dress,  and  her  daughter  Alma  was  married  in  it,  after  some  alterations. 


Anna  Barnard  Coffin  was  born  in  Cincinnati  on  November  3,  1820,  and  died  at 
the  home  of  h9r  daughter  Mary  on  May  12,  1911.  She  rests  beside  her  husband  in 
Oakwood  Cemetery,  Chicago.

Daniel  Haines  Horne  was  born  November  24,  1817  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
of  John  S.  and  Sarah  Reynolds  Horne.  The  family  removed  to  Cincinnati  in  1818  and 

thence  in  1827  to  Xenia,  Ohio,  where  young  Horne  received  a  classical  education  at 

the  Academy  of  the  Rev.  Hugh  HcMillen,  In  1834  ho  entered  the  law  office  of  honora¬ 
ble  William  Ellsbury  but  the  next  year  took  a  position  in  the  wholesale  dry  goods 
house  of  Blackly  £  Simpson  in  Cincinnati.  In  1838  he  went  from  them  to  Menken  £  Co. 
in  the  same  line,  to  wind  up  their  affairs  as  assignee  of  the  year.  He  was  in  the 
employ  of  Boylan  £  Co.  from  November  1838,  where  he  remained  till  1845.  He  had  an 
interest  in  the  firm  of  Horne  £  Co.  which  he  wound  up  in  1850,  having  wearied  of  buy¬ 
ing  for  cash  and  selling  on  credit.  He  then,  in  connection  with  John  L.  Scott  and 

Alex.  McKenzie,  established  the  Western  Bank  of  Cincinnati,  which  was  wound  up  in 

1851.  In  this  same  year,  Horne  £  McKenzie  built  the  Cincinnati  Steam  Sugar  Refinery. 
The  business  was  greatly  enlarged  and  in  1853,  Keys,  Maltby  £  Co.  were  added  to  tho 
firm.  From  1850  -  1855,  Mr.  Horne  occupied  his  leisure  time  in  reading  law  in  tho 
office  of  Scott  £  Sullivan  and  in  editing  a  daily  newspaper.  In  1855  he  sold  out 
his  interest  in  the  sugar  refinery  to  Dr.  John  M.  McKenzie  and  purchased  the  inter¬ 
ests  and  property  of  the  Blue  Lick  Springs  Water  Co.  in  Nicholas  County,  Kentucky. 

He  had  raised  the  sales  from  500  barrels  to  5,000,  in  1861,  when  his  trade, mostly 
southern,  was  broken  up  by  the  war  blockade  at  Cairo,  under  Gen,  Prentiss.  Ha  acted 
as  agent  for  the  Portsmouth  Packing  Co.  for  one  year,  ran  the  rebel  blockade  at 
Vanceburg,  Kentucky,  with  the  steamer  Moderator,  driving  the  rebels  out  of  the  town, 
and  helped  to  prevent  the  rebels  crossing  the  Chio  in  1862,  as  a  part  of  the  crew 
of  the  patrol  boat,  Monitor  No,  1. 

In  December  of  that  year  he  came  to  Chicago  and  went  into  the  auction  business 
of  Horne  &  Gibbons,  which  he  continued  until  1865,  when  he  went  into  the  real  estate 
business.  He  removed  to  Hyde  Park,  February  29,  1864,  where  he  was  Justice  of  tho 
Peace  for  five  years,  1873-1877,  and  special  assessment  commissioner  from  1869-1883. 
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In  1867  he  commenced  reporting  the  proceedings  of  the  Hyde  Park  Board  for  the 
Chicago  papers,  which  he  continued  until  the  establishment  of  the  Hyde  Park  Sun  in 
1875,  September  21,  1682,  The  South  Chicago  Independent  was  established  and  Mr, 

Horne  became  its  editor.  A  few  years  since,  he  brushed  up  his  knowledge  of  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  ("at  60  years  of  age").  He  ha3  sold  a  number  of  places  and 
has  caused  many  persons  to  become  residents  of  Hyde  Park,  and  is  thus  a  combination 
of  merchant,  banker,  manufacturer,  real  estate  man,  editor  and  lawyer. 

February  13,  1839  he  was  married  to  Miss  Anna  B.,  a  daughter  of  Moses  Coffin, 
who  had  been  wharf  master  in  Cincinnati  for  about  thirty  years.  They  are  the  parents 
of  four  daughters  and  two  sons  who  died  in  infancy.  Mary  C.  born  October  4,  1840, 
married  to  William  K.  Lodge,  November  25,  1862,  who  died  in  1881,  leaving  three 
children.  Mrs,  William  Moore,  and  Mrs.  William  H.  Hatch  and  Miss  Cariclla,  unmarried. 


Mrs.  Hatch  says  of  her  Coffin  grand  parents:  My  grandfather  Coffin  was  over 
six  feet  tall,  with  long  beard  and  of  commanding  presence.  He  always  had  something 
good  in  his  pockets  for  us  children,  given  him  by  the  farmers.  My  grandmother  was 
less  than  five  feet;  so  kindly  and  broad  minded;  she  indulged  us  children  as  our 
mother  would  not.  The  Coffins  were  Quakers.  I  have  heard  that  my  grandfather  was 
expelled  from  the  society  because  of  his  marriage  with  my  grandmother  who  was  not  a 
Friend,  Eut  she  became  one,  dressed  always  as  one,  wen t  to  their  church,  always 
used  the  "thees"  and  "thous",  Grandfather  never  went  back  to  the  Quakers, 

My  mother,  Mary  Coffin,  was  the  daughter  of  Moses  Coffin  and  Judith  Smith. 
Moses,  b  Dec,  13,  1791,  d  Mar.  11,  1866. 

Moses  Coffin  was  the  son  of  Isiah  Coffin  and  Sallie  Folger,  Isiah-  b  Sept. 

11,  1757,  d  Apr.  17,  1813.  Sallie*  b  June  28,  1761,  d  Sept.  14,  1822,  Sallie  Folger 
was  a  grand  niece  of  Benjamin  Franklin's  mother,  who  was  a  Folger. 

Isiah  Coffin  was  the  son  of  Micajah  Coffin,  b  August  18,  1734,  d  Apr.  25,  1827, 
aged  93  years.  Micajah  Coffin  was  a  patriot,  "who  with  unfailing  loyalty,  rendered 
material  aid  to  the  cause  of  American  Independence  as  a  member  of  the  General  Court 
of  Massachusetts  during  the  Revolution," 


Furth ermore--his  name  is  on  record  as  one  of  those  patriots  at  Nantucket  who 
loaned  funds  to  the  struggling  colonies. 


Mrs.  Hatch  filed  under  Micajah  Cbffin  in  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution;  her  National  Number  is  224,  264.  While  living  at  South  Haven,  Michigan  she 
was  an  active  member'  of  the  Polly  Horner  Chapter.

Mrs.  Hatch  adds  this  note  regarding  her  father,  from  her  personal 
He  continued  the  practice  of  law  until  1096,  when  he  had  a  stroke 
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sis  which  mostly  effected  his  speech.  He  had  cases  in  court  at  the  time,  which  he 
could  never  continue.  Owing  to  unfortunate  business  transactions ,  the  fault  of 
others,  he  lost  his  home;  and  by  the  death  of  his  youngest  daughter,  v;ho  had  helped 
support  him,  and  by  that'  of  his  son-in-law,  William  Moore ,  he  was  left  penniless. 

I  took  him  and  my  mother  to  live  with  me  at  River  Forest*  Illinois*  where  he  died 
November  29th,  1903,  86  years  old,  I  have  considered  it  one  of  the  greatest  bless¬ 
ings  of  my  life  that  I  had  him  with  m9  and  could  see  his  smile  as  he  answered  me 
every  morning  with  his  "All  right." 


He  was  always  so  good  and  kind;  perfectly  unselfish;  and  the  moot  indefatiga¬ 
ble  worker  I  ever  saw.  Keeping  his  vegetable  garden  going,  at  the  same  time  working 
his  brain  late  at  night;  supplying  the  wants  of  a  large  family,  putting  his  shoulder 
to  uid  ton  oat.  v/hfeiiovei*  necessary  xu  a*. a.  uu-uor  ua  taiTs  oi  uuuau  keeping* 


He  was  a  wonderful  Bible  student.  He  had  a  large  library  of  commentaries  and 
was  very  conversant  with  them.  His  parents  had  intended  him  for  th3  ministry,  but 
he  turned  out  to  be  everything  else,  He  used  to  take  me  with  him,  when  quite  young, 
Sunday  mornings  to  the  Reform  School,  some 
erod  a  lecture  to  from  200  to  300  boys.  I 
boys  and  wondered  how  they  came  there*  The  lecture  was  always  interesting.  When 
he  would  come  out  to  visit  me  at  River  Forest,  the  church  always  called  upon  him  to 
teach  the  Bible  Class,  In  our  literary  society,  he  often  took  part  in  the  debates, 
and  no  one,  however  much  younger,  could  excel  him  in  stirring  interest.  He  was  &

Mrs,' Hatch  has  a  number  of  pictures  of  her  father,  all  showing  him  as  a  fine 
looking  man,  even  a  handsome  man.  In  some  cf  these  a  spiritual  quality  shows  through 
as  if  from  an  innor  life.  Little  children  in  the  Sunday  School  saw  it  and  said  he 
looked  like  Christ,  There  is  one  very  large  and  fine  daguerreotype  in  which  he  sits 
with  his  mother.  The  detail  in  this  picture  is  unusually  clear,  all  the  little  fig¬ 
ures  in  the  mother’s  garments  standing  out  in  relief.  The  features  of  both  are  re¬ 
markably  fine.  Mrs,  Hatch  says  that  her  father  was  a  man  of  average  heighth,  had 
blue  eyes  and  very  dark  curly  hair. 

Mrs.  Hatch  provides  these  sketches  of  her  father's  daughters:  Mary  Coffin 
Horne  was  born  October  4,  18<0,  in  Cincinnati.  She  was  of  a  serious,  quiet  charac¬ 
ter;  very  dependable;  was  house  keeper  for  her  invalid  mother  until  she  was  married 
to  William  Henry  Lodge,  remaining  in  Cincinnati  when  her  father’s  family  moved  to 
Chicegc,  But  her  marriage  was  unfortunate  and  with  three  little  children  she  had  to 
seek  the  refuge  of  her  father's  home;  he  took  care  of  them  until  the  children  could 
support  themselves  and  they  removed  to  a  homo  of  their  own.  The  boys  marriod  but 
the  daughter  Anna  remained  with  her  mother;  they  were  inseparable  companions  until 
Mary  died  at  the  age  of  83*  This  sister  was  a  great  favorite  with  her  many  friends. 
Little  children  always  loved  her,  and  she  loved  them.  She  was  a  talented  musician. 

Notes  added  by  Anna  Lodge:  My  parents  were  married  on  November  25,  1862. 

My  mother  died  in  Chicago  (2707  Race  Ave.),  March  21,  1924.  She  is  buried  in  Oak- 
woods  Cemetery.  My  father  was  born  May  21,  1839,  died  in  February,  1877,  at  Pontiac, 
Illinois.  He  is  buried  in  Madison,  Indiana,  with  his  family, 

'  Children  of  Mary  Coffin  Horne  and  William  Henry  Lodge:  three.  Anna  London 
Lodge,  teacher  in  Chicago  many  years,  now  living  in  Los  Angeles;  William  Henry  Lodge 
m  Mary  Elizabeth  Comstock;  Daniel  Horne  Ledge  m  Wilhelmina  Violet  Allen,  living  in 
Los  Angeles. 
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Anna  Reynolds  Horno  vras  born  August  12,  1842,  also  in  Cincinnati,  3hb  was 
called  Nettie  by  her  family;  Anita,  by  our  South  American  Spanish  great  aunt,  when 
she  visited  us.  Little  Anna  v.as  a  gay,  lively,  unthinking  person;  showed  her  Irish 
strain  most  decidedly,  more  so  than  any  of  the  rest  cf  us;  she  was  unconscious ly 

witty , 

Nettie  also  was  very  musical  and  could  play  anything;  she  gave  much  attention 
to  the  operas,  Sho  married  William  Mocre,  on  Englishman  and  they  were  very  happy 
together.  They  lost  two  young  daughters  at  the  same  time  of  diphtheria;  afterwards, 
thoy  had  a  son  and  daughter,  William  Moore  died  just  after  Daniel  Horne  was  para¬ 
lyzed,  He  had  been  living  at  the  Horne  house  and  helped  with  the  support.  He  died 
of  consumption ,  a  believer  in  Christian  Science  and  to  the  last,  believed  ho  would 
recover. 

Notes  hv  Anna  Lodge:  Anna  Horne  and  William  Moore  were  married  in  April, 
1871,  Both  died  in  Chicago  and  are  buried  jn  uakwoods  Cemetery, 

Children — four:  May,  died  at  age  of  7;  Clara  Louise  died  at  age  of  five,  a 

few  days  after  her  sister;  John  Willoughby  m  Ida - ;  Bertha  Sheldon  m  Peter

(Mrs,  Hatch's  own  sketch): 

Elizabeth  Florence  Horne  was  born  October  14,  1848,  at  Cincinnati,  I  lived 
there  till  1862  when  we  moved  to  Chicago,  Before  we  left  Cincinnati,  the  Civil  War 
was  waging  and  I  saw  some  incidents  therewith  connected.  My  older  sister's  friends 
who  had  often  frequented  our  house  were  in  the  army.  The  guerrila  Morgan  once 
threatened  the  city.  The  city  was  under  martial  law;  schools  closed,  my  teachers 
d.lll-J  in  the  father  was  on  a  gunboat  in  the  Ohio  river,  and  soldiers 

poured" in  by  the  railroads  to  defend  the  city.  I  remember  as  a  little  girl  of 
twelve,  watching  the  soldieis  pass.  The  ladies  furnished  them  with  cakes,  lemonade, 
etc.,  from  the  sidewalks.  The  soldiers,  jolly,  talked  to  us;  snatched  handkerchiefs, 
bows,  flowers,  anything-  "To  remember  us  by,"  they  said,  Morgan  didn't  come  but  it 
was  a  never-to' bo-forgotten  time. 

In  Chicago  I  graduated  from  the  High  School,  then  the  only  one,  and  began 
teaching.  Then  cane  the  great  Chicago  fire.  I  was,  as  in  the  Civil  War,  just  on 
the  edge  of  it.  It  burned  just  across  the  street  from  us.  Again,  never-to-be  for¬ 
gotten  incidents:  bridges  with  redhot  iron,  sizzling  in  the  river;  grain  elevators 
blazing,  high  up  into  the  sky;  homeless  people  wandering  around;  landmarks  obliter¬ 
ated;  the  whole  city  in  a  brotherhood  of  misery  and  compassion,  Some  teachers  lost 
homes  and  schools.  7/e  were  called  on,  those  who  could,  to  give  up  our  positions, 
in  our  fervor.  I  did  so,  and  went  to  Iowa  to  visit  friends  for  a  time.  After  re¬ 
turning  to  Chicago,  I  spent  the  next  summer  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts;  visited 
Boston,  Lynn  and  Nahant.  I  returned  to  Chicago  by  Niagra  Falls  and  lake  steamer. 

I  had  been  teaching  some  six  years  when  I  became  acquainted  with  Will  Hatch. 
We  had  been  in  2d  year  High  School  together  but  had  never  spoken  to  each  other. 
Through  mutual  friends  we  were  brought  together.  He  talked  so  raptuously  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  I  was  enthused.  So  in  1875,  I  started  alone  to  California.  I  did  not  knew 
anyone  there.  Will  came  out  in  November,  1676  and  we  were  married  at  Clear  Lake, 
Lake  County,  where  I  was  teaching.  We  had  intended  to  make  our  home  in  California, 
but  7/ill  told  me  he  had  promised  the  firm  where  he  worked  to  stay  with  them  another 
year;  so  he  returned  and  I  went  back  when  the  school  year  ended.  Will  finally  got 
back  into  the  grain  business,  where  his  mother  started  him  with  a  friend  when  he 
left  school  at  fifteen.  He  was  very  successful  for  a  time;  we  had  a  beautiful  home 
in  River  Forest,  10  miles  west  of  Chicago.  But  reverses  came.  We  lost  our  home 
and  I  went  back  to  teaching.  I  was  able  to  give  my  father,  mother  and  sister  a 
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home  and  later,  put  my  daughter  through  college  (University  of  Chicago,) 


Whon  the  First  World-  War  came,  ny  two  youngest  sons  enlistod  and  went  over¬ 
seas.  Sidney,  v/ho  had  won  many  prises  for  Marathon  races,  was  runner  for  his  regi¬ 
ment,  After  bej.ng  wounded  at  Verdun,  he  delivered  a  message  of  vital  importance  to 
his  commanding  officer,  having  to  cross  a  field  exposed  to  the  enemy's  fire;  ho 


brought  back  as  much  ammunition  for  their  cannon  as  he  could  carry  and  helped  to 
move  the  cannon  position.  He  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross,  When  the 
boys  came  home  we  went  to  live  at  South  Haven,  Michigan,  where  we  had  had  a  summer 
home  for  many  years.  I  resigned  from  teaching;  Alma  married  her  soldier  boy,  and 
Will  and  I  went  to  California  the  second  time,  and  spent  the  winter  at  La  Jolla, 

We  went  into  San  Diego  many  times;  made  it  our  center  for  many  expeditions;  liked 
it  very  much,  We  had  a  wonderful  winter;  a  second  honeymoon  though  we  were  70  years

fects  of  army  life,  and  she  came  to  live  with  us.  Her  son  David  was  born  a  month 
after  his  father  died.  They  were  with  us  seven  years,  when  they  came  to  California, 
and  Alma  married  her  brother-in-law,  Thornton,  who  was  completing  his  courses  in 
architecture  in  the  University  of  Southern  California,  For  two  years  Will  and  I 
lived  a  happy  life  together,  till  at  the  age  of  79  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis 
and  wc  came  out  to  Alma,  He  lived  eight  years,  I  took  sole  care  of  him,  only  hav¬ 
ing  a  little  help  the  last  few  weeks.  He  died  July  14,  1937.  He  was  taken  back  to 
Chicago  and  buried  beside  his  mother  and  her  parents  in  Rose  Hill  Cemetery, 


Continuing  Mrs,  Hatch's  sketches  of  her  father's  daughters: 

Carriella  Horne  the  youngest  child,  was  born  August  12,  1852,  She  never 
married,  always  lived  at  heme;  she  worked  for  a  jewelry  firm  in  Chicago,  as  a  sten¬ 
ographer  and  private  secretary.  Sne  helped  witn  tne  support  ol  her  parents.  Her 
death  at  tho  age  of  43  and  that  of  Will  Moore,  both  following  soon  after  father's 
stroke,  left  him  stranded  and  I  was  glad  to  be  able  to  give  him  a  hone  until  ho  died. 
Sister  Carriella  died  of  peritonitis  on  April  29,  1896;  she  is  buried  in  Oakwoods 
Cemetery,  Chicago. 


I  wish  to  add  an  appreciation  of  the  personality'  and  character  of  Mrs.  Hatch, 
v/ho  uses  her  middle  name,  Florence,  and  is  known  to  her  nieces  as  "aunt  Flo."  She 
is  a  tiny  person,  though  not  frail  and  appears  to  be  in  excellent  health,  although 
well  along  in  her  95th  (1943)  year.  She  busies  herself  with  many  things,  doing  up 
the  dishes  for  her  daughter,  in  which  she  delights;  still  doing  some  needle  work  and 
reading,  with  which  she  spent  much  time  in  former  years.  When  the  nights  are  wake¬ 
ful,  she  amuses  herself  with  reciting  and  singing  from  her  vast  store,  and  is  even 
committing  more  of  the  classics  to  memory  from  time  to  time.  She  is  familiar  with 
the  operas;  the  three  sisters  all  being  musical,  they  heard  as  many  operas  sung  as 
possible  and  took  their  children,  that  they  might  know  and  love  them. 

She  loves  flowers  and  sits  among  them  in  the  terraced  garden  at  tho  beautiful 
Abell  home  in  Santa  Monies.  Canyon.  She  is  continually  bright  and  alert,  recalling 
whatever  she  wishes  out  of  a  long-distant  past.  She  thinks  the  Hornes  were  not  a 
very  sociable  family  and  did  not  keep  in  close  touch  with  one  and  another,  since  she 
knov/3 ’ noth ing  of  some  of  her  father's  brothers  and  sisters.  Of  her  niece,  Anna 
Lodge,  she  speaks  in  the  wannest  terms  of  affection.  She  says  of  her  that  she  is 
the  most  unselfish  of  people,  devoting  her  limited  strength  to  the  care  and  comfort 
of  others.

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The  third  child  of  John  S.  Horne  and  Sarah  Reynolds  was  John  -Reynolds  Horno, 
born  January  24,  1820,  at  Cincinnati,  died  September  24,  18G4,  aged  64  years.  He  is 
buried  in  the  John  R,  Horne  lot  at  Woodland  Cemetery,  not  far  from  the  lot  of  his 
father.  He  lived  from  his  childhood  at  Xenia,  where  he  is  named  in  th9  early  records 
as  a  tinner,  thus  following  the  trade  of  his  father,  with  whom  he  was  doubtless  as¬ 
sociated  in' business.  On  May  18,  1642,  he  v/as  married  to  Amanda  M.  McConnell,  by 
J.  M«  White,  M.  (I  do  not  know  whether  M  stands  for  Minister  or  Magistrate  in  these 
records.)  (Greene  County  Vital  Records.) 


Mrs.  George  H.  Geyer,  still  living  at  Xenia,  well  remembers  this  family.  She 
says  that  John  R,  Horne  was  a  very  fat  man;  his  wife  also,  was  heavy.  They  were 
jolly,  nice  people,  good  friends  of  her  aunts  and  uncles.  Mrs.  Geyer  recalls  that 
there  v/ere  threo  daughters;  one  was  Melissa,  called  Liss;  she  married  a  Methodist 
~.lr  *  ’  ,  "  ’  died  rt-Jt.r.ostcmr r.  — - 1  ^  pi p  Thorne  end  his 

family  were  prominent  members  of  Trinity  Mexhodist  Church.  The  old  brick  house  of 
John  R»  Horne  still  stands  on  Main  Street  and  is  used  for  storage  of  the  Smith  Ad¬ 
vertising  Company  stock.  I  rather  think  this  was  one  of  the  properties  formerly 
owned  by  his  father.  It  appears  that  John  R.  is  the  only  one  of  the  many  children 
of  John  S.  who  grew  to  maturity,  to  continue  residence  at  Xonia.  He  is  mentioned 
in  his  father's  will. 


Cemetery  records  chow  these  burials  in  the  John  R,  Horne  lot:  John  R.  Horne, 
Mrs.  J«  R,  Horne,  Cora  Horne,  Amanda  Riddle,  Malissa  and  Rev.  James  Stevenson.  Coro, 
A  mando.  and  Malisssa  v/ere  doubtless  the  three  daughters. 

The  fourth  child  of  John  S,  Horne' and  Sarah  Reynolds  was  Joseph  Benson,  who 
was  bo->-r  January  °7.  1  _  jr\  Cincinnati ?  and  died  St.  Paul.,  Minnesota,  Greeno 

County  Records  givo  his  marriage  on  February  21,  1643  to  Henrietta  Sneed,  by  Lew 
Hecklin,  M.  The  Cincinnati  City  Directory  for  1850,  names  Joseph  Horne  as  living 
with  D*  H.  Horne,  Jr.  His  name  appears  again  in  1853-54,  followed  by  the  word — 
produce. 

Mrs .  Hatch  says  that  her  uncle  Joseph  lived  at  the  home  of  her  father  in  Hyde 
Park  for  a  time,  about  1867.  She  remembers  him  as  a  good  looking  man,  who  much  re¬ 
sembled  her  father  in  appearance,  and  a  picture  she  has  of  him  confirms  hor  remem¬ 
brance.  She  says  he  was  good-natured  and  jovial;  it  will  be  recalled  that  his  bro¬ 
ther  John  R.  in  Xenia,  is  thus  described.  It  is  said  that  he  was  an  attorney  and 
lived  in  Minneapolis  or  St,  Paul.  He  is  known  to  have  had  two  sons;  one  was  William 
Your.g  Horne,  whose  picture  shows  him  to  be  a  fine  looking  young  man. 

William  Young  Horne  was  the  fifth  child.  He  was  born  at  Cincinnati,  April 
16,  1824,  and  was  evidently  named  for  his  father's  son-in-law.  In  the  list  of  Xonia 
citizens,  it  is  stated  that  he  was  drowned  at  Coloraa,  California,  in  1852.  He  was 
28  years  of  age  at  that  time.  It  is  not  known  whether  he  was  married. 

The  sixth  child  was  Catherine  Walsmith  Horne.  She  was  born  October  1,  1826, 
at  Cincinnati,  and  died  in  Iowa,  according  to  the  record  of  her  brother,  Daniel  H. 
Greene  County  records  give  hor  marriage  on  October  17,  1843,  to  Robert  A.  Mcllvain, 
consent  given  by  mother  and  proved  by  John  McPherson  (whose  name  appears  in  the 
church  deed  and  who  was  evidently  a  family  friend, )  In  the  record  the  name  appears 
as  Caroline,  which  is  an  error,  Mrs.  Hatch  ha3  a  picture  of  a  3on  John. 

The  seventh  child  was  Maria  Louisa  Horne,  born  April  16,  1829,  at  Xenia. 

She  married  John  A.  Spence,  November  6,  1846  (Record  Book  No  B-l,  Greene  County,) 
This  couple  went  to  Heyworth,  Illinois,  where  they  raised  their  family.  Mr.  Spence 
died  there  at  quite  an  early  age,  leaving  his  wife  with  six  children.  Maria  Sponce 
later  married  Mr.  -  Bethel.  There  were  no  children  of  this  union.  She  finally 
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settled  on  a  farm  at  Saybrock,  Illinois,  with  her  bachelor  son,  John  Henry  Spence. 

Sho  died  there  and  is  buried  in  the  village  cemetery. 

Maria  Spence  is  thus  remembered  by  her  granddaughter,  Ruth  Sailor:  She  was 
about  5  feet,  3  inches  in  height,  weighed  180  pounds;  had  blue  eyes  and  white  hair. 
She  had  a  lovable  disposition  and  was  an  immaculate  housekeeper  and  a  marvelous  cook, 
Sho  was  a  very  modest  Christian,  and  was  a  queenly  sight  when  dressed  for  church  on 
Sunday  morning.  She  always  wore  a  small  black  bonnet  with  white  or  lavender  at  the 
face.  Her  hobby  was  flowers  and  her  very  large  yard  at  Saybrook  was  filled  with 
them  from  early  spring  until  the  first  frost.  Among  them  was  every  Variety  of  rose 
bush,  with  tulips,  petunias,  lilacs,  wisteria,  cliraatis  and  trumpet  vine.  Canary 
birds  were  another  hobby  and  she  kept  the  town  folks  supplied  with  singers. 

Grandmother  suffered  with  asthma;  for  the  last  five  years  of  her  life  she 
was  confined  to  her  chair  with  paralysis.  She  was  the  personif ication  of  patience, 
a  grandmotherly  grandmother,  v/ith  a  keen  sense  of  humor.

The  eighth  child  was  George  V.'ashington  Horne,  who  was  born  at  Xenia  on  Juno 
6,  1831  and  died  April  3,  1852,  at  the  age  of  21.  The  cemetery  records  show  that  he 
was  buried  in  his  father’s  lot,  but  no  stone  marks  his  grave. 

Julia  Ann  Horne,  the  ninth  child,  was  born  August  14,  1833,  at  Xenia,  and 
died  there  January'  11,  the  following  year.  She  lies  beside  her  father  and  a  stone 
marks  her  resting  place. 

The  tenth  child  and  the  youngest  of  this  largo  family,  was  Charles  N.  Horne, 
born  at  Xenia  on  February  2,  1835.  In  the  Cincinnati  City  Directory  for  1850,  he 
is  found  living  with  D.  H.  Horne,  Jr.  Charles  was  then  a  lad  of  fifteen,  and  doubt¬ 
less  had  gone  to  live  with  his  older  brother  Daniel,  for  better  opportunities.  The 
next  we  know  of  him,  he  was  living  in  McLean  County,  Illinois,  where  his  sister 
Maria  and  her  family  had  settled.  The  pension  records  show  that  he  w as  married  on 
December  13,  1855,  in  Bloomington,  Illinois,  to  Mary  Elizabeth  Mayberry,  who  was 
born  July  6,  1839  (she  being  16  and  he  20  at  the  time  of  their  marriage.) 

Charles  N.  Horne  was  enrolled  August  20,  1861  at  Bloomington,  for  three  years; 
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was  mustered  into  service  September  6,  1661,  at  Camp  Butler,  near  Springfield,  Illi¬ 
nois  as  a  private  in  Captain  Moore's  Company,  33rd  Illinois  Infantry.  He  was' pro¬ 
moted  to  sergeant  November  15,  1 86 1 ;  he  died  at  Bloomington,  October  30,  1062,  while 
serving  es  sergeant,  aoc.ording  to  records  in  the  National  Archives,  His  birth-place 
is  shown  as  Greene  County,  Ohio,  and  ago  of  enlistment,  26  years.  The  record  also 
states  that  his  widow  married  on  May  16,  1664,  Thomas  S,  Burko;  he  was  28  years  old 
in  1870.  Whether  Charles  N.  died  of  illness  or  wounds,  while  on  furlough,  is  not 
indicated.  According  to  the  record,  a  son,  John  Clarence  Horne,  was  born  September 
22,  1059,  place  not  given. 

In  186  2  and  63,  Mary  Elizabeth  Horne  wrote  several  letters  to  her  husband's 
niece,  Mary  Elizabeth  Day  Wadsworth.  She  was  then  living  at  Bloomington.  One  is 
■.'.Tltt*  f'  n  -  -  -1  *  ■>  -v- 1  -  oV.-a  toc  cm  c  i  -hi  h«r  parents .  In  none  does 

she  mention  her  husband.  Probably  intervening  letters  are  missing.  She  speaks  of 
being  lonely  and  can  not  bear  to  think  of  the  war.  She  is  listening  to  the  child¬ 
ish  prattle  of  her  darling  boy,  happy  with  his  hobby  horse. 

In  a  search  for  the  burial  place  of  Sarah  Reynolds  Horne,  I  had  the  co-opera- 
tion  of  Mr.  T«  W,  Iseminger,  undertaker  at  Heyworth,  Illinois.  He  recalled  that 
John  Mayberry,  no  doubt  the  father  of  Charles  N.  Horne's  wife,  had  given  ground  for 
a  cemetery  about -four  miles  northeast  of  Heyworth,  and  which  was  probably  a  part  of 
his  farm  at  Randolph's  Grove.  This  burial  ground  is  known  as  Shiloh  Cemetery.  Mr. 
Iseminger  looked  up  the  records  and  took  the  trouble  to  drive  to  the  cemetery  and 
locate  the  Horne  lot,  which  has  three  graves.  The  first  was  an  infant,  no  doubt  an 
older  child  of  Charles  N.  The  second  that  of  Charles  N.  Horne,  Co,  G,  33rd  Ill. 
Vo!.:.  d-ied  Oct,’  30.  1862.  The  third  grave,  unmarked,  is  almost  surely  that  of  the 
mother,  Sarah  Reynolds  Horne.  This  plot  is  Block  131,  Lots  1,  2,  3.  In  the  May¬ 
berry  lot  are  John,  Elizabeth  and  Ann  Mayberry. 

This  closes  the  data  I  have  gathered  on  John  S.  Horne  and  his  family-oldest 
child  of  Frederick  Horn.

Of  the  other  children  of  Frederick  Horn--I  have  no  knowledge  except  the  son 
Daniel  H.  Whether  the  son  Jacob  ’.7.  was  ever  heard  from  might  be  ascertained  from  a 
report  on  the  settlement  of  his  father's  estate.  According  to  tho  will,  two  daugh¬ 
ters  definitely  had  husbands,  and  from  records  previously  quoted,  the  third  daughter, 
Susanna,  had  presumably  married  Abraham  Horn.  I  have  been  unable  to  locate  any  of 
their  descendants. 


Referring  back  to  the  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  records— Daniel  K,  Horne  was  bom 
November  26,  1788,  in  Pennsylvania  (almost  surely  at  York);  he  died  at  his  home, 

178  Sycamore  Street.  Hid  middle  name  was  evidently  Haines,  since  that  was  the  name 
of  his  nephew  named  for  him.  The  York  church  records  indicate  that  the  Hanes  family 
were  friends  of  the  Horns  at  that  place,  (see  Album) 

The  City  Directories  of  Cincinnati  name  Daniel  H.  Horne  as  a  merchant.  He  i3 
thus  listed:  1840-Horne,  Daniel  H.  Sr.  Pork  mer.  cor.  6th  ft  Sycamore;  1846-Horne, 
Daniel  H.  (Horne  &  Ogden,  fancy  goods)  wholesalers,  S,  s  3rd  bet.  Race  ft  Elm;  1850- 
Horne  &  Co,,  dry  goods,  26  Pearl  St.;  1851-52-Horne  ft  Co.,  wholesale  Dry  goods. 

A  study  of  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  records  shows  that  Daniel  H.  was  eighteen 
years  older  than  his  wife.  It  is  possible  that  he  had  been  married  in  Pennsylvania 
and  that  his  wife  died  before  his  removal  to  Cincinnati.  But  of  this  I  have  no 
knowledge.  It  1b  suggested  only  as  a  possibility  which  might  be  worked  out  with 
census  records. 
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The  Historical  and  Philosophical  Society  of  Ohio  has  in  its  library  in  Cin- 
cinatti—rather  a  large  number  of  documents,  which  were  given  in  1932  by  a  niece  of 
Mrs.  Charles  Homo;  pieced  together,  they  indicate  some  of  the  activities  of  Daniel 
H*  Horne  ovor  a  long  period  of  years.  He  is  named  as  guardian  of  minor  children; 
trustee  of  estates;  executo.r  of  estates;  treasurer  for  Preachers  Aid  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church.  He  and  his  wife  leased  to  the  City  of  Cincinnati  for 
99  years--in  1867--  and  renewable  forever--a  piece  of  ground,  yearly  ground  rent  set 
down  in  detail,  with  provision  that  city  may  purchase  any  time  after  September  1, 

1897  for  $43,17o.OO.  Contract  signed  by  Chas.  F,  Wilslack,  Mayor.  There  are  records 
of  other  leases.  These  papers  date  back  as  far  as  October,  1821, 

He  was  for  many  years  a  partner  with  Nicholas  Longworth  in  the  real  estate 
business;  many  deeds  bear  their  signatures  thus:  N  Longworth,  S  Longworth  and

and  the  handwriting  especially  good. 

In  1842  the  City  Council  passed  an  ordinance  to  change  and  straighten  a 
street-- from  Horne  Street  to  Mill  Street — and  Daniel  H.  Horne  and  N  Longworth  gave 
deed  for  right  of  way.  On  some  of  the  deeds  the  Seals  are  round  pieces  of  deep-pink 
cloth  of  open  mesh. 

The  following  paper  indicates  that  the  partnership  between  the  two  men  con¬ 
tinued  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Longworth  in  1864. 

Daniel  H.  Horne  and  the  Executors  cf  Nicholas  longworth  deceased  and  Bernhard 
Wintizer  agree  as  follows,  to-wit:  said  Horne  and  Executors  of  Longworth  agree  that 
said  Wintizer  shall  have  the  use  of  two  rooms  in  tho  Wine  House  and  the  use  of  two 
acres  of  ground  for  a  garden  until  the  First  day  of  November  next  also  half  the 
Cherries  from  the  trees  below  the  Wine  House  this  year  and  the  first  Two  (200) 

Hundred  gallons  of  wine  from  the  Vineyard  or  half  the  yield  for  this  year  if  it  shall 
exceed  Four  Hundred  (400)  gallons;  And  said  Wintizer  agrees  to  trim  the  Vines  and 
tie  them  up  and  to  hoe  the  ground  between  them  twice  thoroughly  during  the  season 
and  also  to  put  any  stakes  to  the  Vines  in  the  New  Vineyard  that  shall  be  needed 
the  stakes  to  be  provided  by  said  Horne  and  Executors  of  Longworth- 

Witness  their  hands  &  seals  this  First  day  of  April  1864- 

For  Executors  of  N  Longworth  (Seal) 

Himself  Daniel  H.  Home 
(name-not  legible-nor  does  it 
look  like  Wintizer.)  (Seal) 

Mrs.  Hatch,  ss  a  girl,  visited  at  the  heme  of  this  uncle  of  her  father;  she 
remembers  him  as  a  man  of  fine  appearance  and  qualities.  He  was  reputed  to  be  a  mil¬ 
lionaire,  hiving  made  a  great  deal  of  money  in  the  pork  business.  His  letter  to  my 
grandmother,  previously  quoted,  indicates  the  kindliness  of  the  man. 

His  will  is  written  with  such  care  and  in  such  phrasing  as  to  suggest  that  ha 
drew  it  himself.  It  reveals  a  man  of  character  and  integrity.  It  was  made  December 
27th,  1859.  He  was  then  in  good  health.  He  bequeaths  to  his  beloved  7/ife  Catharine 
Horne  for  her  sole  use  -  all  household  and  kitchen  furniture,  beds,  bedding,  ward¬ 
robe,  horse,  carriages,  harness,  saddle,  bridle,  china,  crockery,  silver  ware  and  all 
other  articles--us ed  in  the  home  and  premises,  etc.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
was  to  be  paid  to  her  at  his  death.  She  was  to  have  during  her  life  the  use  of  the 
house  and  lot--parts  of  Inlots  Number  forty  and  forty-five  fronting  on  the  east  side 
of  Sycamore  Street,  fifty  feet.  Also  an  annual  income  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  paid  out  of  rents  and  income  from  the  estate. 
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He  gives  to  his  son  Charles  ’<>' e  Horne  all  the  residue  of  his  estate,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  etc.  Son  Charles  is  namedas  executor  cf  his  will#  He  expects 
to  leave  few  if  any  debts  so  has  said  nothing  about  thorn  in  the  fore  part  of  his 
will.  Should  there  be  any-.-they  should  be  paid  at  the  earliest  practible  day. 


On  the  loth  of  April,  1067,  he  wrote  a  codicil,  adding  an  annual  income  of 
five  hundred  dollars  to  the  f2500  given  his  wifo  in  the  original  will.  According 
to  cemetery  records  he  died  March  27,  1870,  at  his  home,  178  Sycamore  Street, 


It  would  appear  from  his  will  that  Charles  W,  was  the  only  livin 
Mrs,  Hatch  and  her  niece,  Miss  Lodge,  both  remember  an  adopted  daughter

Referring  again  to  the  cemetery  records:  Charles  S7 ,  Horne  was  born  in  Cine  in- 
ati,  died  November  9,  1903,  in  Paris  cf  pneumonia.  His  wife,  Catharine  Sodam,  was  a 
descendant  of  one  of  Cincinnati’s  earliest  settlers.  It  is  said  that  after  their 
marriage  they  lived  most  of  the  time  abroad.  Mrs.  Hatch  does  not  recall  that  Charles 
had  any  business  nor  profession.  Ho  was  a  very  handsome  young  man,  very  genial,  and 
a  college  graduate.  Ho  frequented  her  father’s  home  during  her  girlhood  in  Cincin¬ 
nati.  His  wife  outlived  him  many  years.  She  died  in  Freiburg, 'Germany  in  1929  at 
the  age  of  82.  It  will  be  noted  that  while  both  died  in  Europe,  both  were  brought 
back  to  rest  in  the  tomb  provided  by  Daniel  H.  Horne  for  bis  family.  (See  Album) 


Charles  W.  Horne  made  a  will  in  Cincinnati  on  December  1st,  1886,  He  gives 
to  his  wife  Kate  S.  Horne  all  of  his  estate,  real,  personal  an.d  mired  of  what¬ 

ever  sort,  etc;  and  appoints  her  sole  administratrix.  On  August  12,  1902,  at 
Zurich ,  Switzerland,  he  added  a  codicil.  Ho  states  that  he  was  residing  in  Zurich 
temporarily.  That  on  September  7,  1892  at  Berne,  Switzerland,  he  had  written  ano¬ 
ther  will,  devising  his  entire  estate  to  his  wife  as  in  the  earlier  will,  but  con¬ 
taining  other  provisions  in  the  case  of  her  not  surviving  him,  which  he  no  longer 
wished  carried  into  effect.  He  therefore  now  revoked  the  will  made  in  1892,  as  well 
as  the  codicil  made  at  Lugans  on  October  15,  the  same  year,  and  re-established  the 
will  made  in  1886. 

This  will  was  admitted  to  probate  and  record  in  Cincinnati,  June  27th,  1904. 
There  were  apparently  no  children.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  cemetery  records  that 
son  Charles  v/as  born  many  years  after  the  two  little  daughters  wh<  died  young.  Since 
he  was  58  years  of  age  at  his  death,  his  birth-year  was  about  1845.  Mrs.  Hatch  has 
a  picture  of  him  and  it  bears  out  her  remembrance  of  him — that  he  was  a  handsome  man. 


The  Cincinnati  Enquirer  for  March  27,  1930,  p  30,  col.  4,  had  this  item: 

Burial  Rites  Tomorrow 

Mrs.  Katherine  Sedam  Home  Descendant  of  Early  Family 

Burial  services  for^rs.  Katherine  Sedam  Horne,  descendant  of  one  of 
Cincinnati’s  oldest  families,  will  take  place  tomorrow  morning  at 
11  o'clock  at  Spring  Grove  Cemetery.  Mrs .  Horne,  a  great  grand  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Colonel  Cornelius  Sedam,  who  settled  in  Cincinnati  in  1793, 
died  last  July  in  Freiburg,  Germany,  where  she  had  made  her  home  after 
leaving  Cincinnati  many  years  ago.  She  is  survived  by  two  sisters, 

Dr.  Anna  Sedam-Benner  and  Miss  Mary  Sedam.  She  was  the  widow  of 
Charles  W,  Horne. 
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Am ong  the  Horne  papers  already  mentioned,  is  a  letter  dated  London, 

December  15,  1873;  it  was  written  by  Charles  W.  Horne  to  "My  dear  Judge"  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  regarding  numerous  business  natters  which  the  Judge  was  taking  care  of  for 
him.  His  wifo  desired  her  best  regards  to  Mr s.  Wallen.  The  hand-writing  and  lan¬ 
guage,  both,  are  excellent.

There  must  be  many  descendants  of  Frederick  Horn  of  whom  we  shall  never  know, 
not  even  what  names  they  bear.  Ox  the  sixteen  children  of  his  son,  John  S.,  two 
died  in  infancy.  Of  the  fourteen  who  grew  to  maturity,  most  are  known  to  have  mar- 
rj.uu,  X  tau  able  to  name  cue  uiiiiaron  oi  oniy  sji  ox  i/ijeso:  Mary,  Eve  Elizabeth, 
Sarah,  Daniel,  Ma*  ia,  Charles  N.  Had  this  research  been  undertaken  a  generation 
ago,  many  data  might-  have  been  gathered.  At  least — our  direct  connection  has  been 
established  with  Frederick  Horn. 

A  subscription  for  a  Step  of  Fame  in  the  new  Washington  Memorial  Chapel  at 
Valley  Forge  has  been  made  for  him.  His  name  will  be  inscribed  on  the  inside  of 
the  bell  tower,  as  a  Soldier  of  the  Revolution.
